Drug  Addiction 

B.M.A.  SUPPORTS  "  BRAIN  "  COMMITTEE 

SOME  recommendations  of  a  working 
party  set  up  by  the  British  Medical  As- 
sociation to  consider  the  "Brain"  com- 
mittee report  on  drug  addiction  (C.&D., 
November  27,  1965,  p.  540),  have  been 
rejected  by  the  B.M.A.  council,  accord- 
ing to  a  report  in  the  Guardian  (Jan- 
uary 13).  After  being  addressed  by  Lord 
Brain,  the  council  supported  the  com- 
mittee's proposal  relating  to  the  report- 
ing to  a  central  authority  of  all  addicts 
to  Dangerous  Drugs.  The  working 
party  had  wished  such  reporting  to  be 
limited  to  heroin  and  cocaine.  The 
Guardian  report  continued:  "The  work- 


ing party  saw  as  a  threat  to  civil  liberty 
the  Brain  recommendation  that  the  new 
treatment  centres  should  have  powers 
of  compulsory  detention  of  addicts 
undergoing  treatment.  The  coun- 
cil, in  supporting  the  Brain  report, 
was  clearly  influenced  by  its  statement 
that  withdrawal  symptoms,  which  might 
make  voluntary  patients  break  off  treat- 
ment, constituted  a  short-lived  feature, 
and  the  inference  that  it  had  no  inten- 
tion of  recommending  compulsory 
treatment,  if  only  because  it  met  with 
so  little  success."  The  working  party 
had  also  wished  to  exetnd  to  a  panel 
of  approved  doctors,  in  addition  to 
those  attached  to  the  centres,  the  right 
of  prescribing  heroin  and  cocaine  to 
addicts. 

Retail  Trades  Training 

INQUIRY  INTO  NEEDS  AND  PROVISIONS 

AT  the  request  of  the  Economic  De- 
velopment Committee  for  the  Distribu- 
tive Trades  and  the  Ministry  of  Labour, 
the  Retail  Trades  Education  Council 
has  agreed  to  undertake  an  inquiry 
into  training  provisions  and  needs  in 
the  retail  and  wholesale  distributive 
trades.  An  examination  is  being  made 
of  the  skills  required  in  those  trades 
and  conclusions  drawn  as  to  the  desir- 
able content  of  training  programmes, 
the  most  effective  methods  of  training, 
and  where  any  expansion  is  required 
to  meet  future  manpower  needs.  The 
research  will  be  undertaken  by  Mr. 
P.  G.  Thomas,  B.Sc.  assisted  by  Miss 
H.  M.  Cameron.  M.A.  The  project  will 
be  supervised  by  a  steering  committee 
whose  membership  includes  Miss  E.  L. 
Gibbs  (training  manager.  Selfridges, 
Ltd.).  and  Messrs.  S.  W.  Kilburn  (direc- 
tor, Grocers'  Institute).  R.  L.  Marshall 
(chief   education   officer.  Co-operative 
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Union.  Ltd.)  and  J.  B.  Turner  (secre- 
tary, R.T.E.C.)  and  representatives  of 
the  Ministry  of  Labour,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  and  Science,  and 
the  Scottish  Education  Department. 

British  Standards 

NEW  AND  PROPOSED  SPECIFICATIONS 

AMONG  recently  published  British 
Standards  is  B.S.3965 : 1965  Artificial 
Insemination  Pipettes  for  Cattle  (price 
4s.)  in  which  dimensions  and  other  re- 
quirements are  given  for  glass  pipettes 
and  disposable  plastics  pipettes  for  arti- 
ficial insemination  of  cows  and  heifers. 
A  revised  specification  B.S.844:1965 
(price  10s.)  deals  with  the  methods 
of  sampling  and  testing  vegetable  adhe- 
sives  and  B.S.2474 : 1965  (price  £1) 
lists  in  Part  1  recommended  names 
for  chemicals  used  in  industry;  part 
2  deals  with  steroids.  Many  "  recom- 
mended "  names  are  accompanied  by 
others  designated  "  deprecated "  or 
"  non-preferred."  Part  3  of  the  same 
standard  contains  a  list  of  recom- 
mended names  for  grades  of  certain 
chemicals  included  in  Part  1.  An 
amendment  slip,  PD  5673,  has  been 
issued  in  respect  of  B.S.2955 : 1958 
("  Glossary  of  Terms,  Relating  to  Pow- 
ders ").  New  work  in  progress  includes 
a  revision  of  B.S.917  (envelopes)  to 
take  account  of  impending  changes  in 
the  postal  regulations.  The  revision  is 
intended  to  be  published  on  July  1, 
1967,  a  year  before  the  change  in  the 
statutory  position  becomes  effective.  New 
work  has  also  commenced  on  a  specifi- 
cation, part  of  B.S.3914.  for  glass  aero- 
sol containers  (not  the  fully  assembled 
1  dispenser  ").  Precautions  necessary  to 
guard  against  the  outbreak  of  fire  in 
chemical  plant  installations  other  than 
petroleum  refineries  are  being  con- 
sidered for  possible  inclusion  in  a  Bri- 
tish Standard.  B.S.2554  (sedimentation 
tubes  for  red  blood  corpuscles)  is  being 
reviewed;  the  new  specification,  when 
it  appears,  will  be  concerned  with  the 
Westergren  tube  for  measuring  erythro- 


THE  January  issue  of  B.S.I.  News, 
published  by  the  British  Standards 
Institution,  2  Park  Street,  London,  W.l, 
ushers  in  a  new  format  and  larger 
page  size.  The  issue  features  an  article 
by  Dr.  Jean  W.  Nelson  (an  economist 
at  the  Stanford  Research  Institute, 
California)  on  the  cost  of  conversion 
to  the  metric  system.  The  text  of  the 
article  was  first  presented  at  a  meeting 
in  Toronto,  Canada.  It  underlines  the 
advantages  of  the  metric  system,  and 
suggests  that  the  cost  of  conversion 
need  not  be  so  high  as  is  often  esti- 
mated. Dealing  with  the  American 
situation,  the  author  points  out  that 
the  experience  of  the  pharmaceutical 
industry  in  that  country  gave  an  in- 
sight into  the  conversion  of  bulk  com- 
modity industries  from  imperial  to 
metric  systems.  In  the  United  States  the 
conversion  by  the  drug  houses  had 
been  almost  entirely  profit-motivated. 
Use  of  the  metric  system  had  cut  costs 
and  standardised  operations  for  manu- 
facturers operating  in  overseas  mar- 
kets. Being  simpler  and  easier  to  use,

J-MIIXION  POPULATION  ENVISAGED 

THE  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  (Mr.  Richard  Crossman), 
has  taken  the  first  formal  step  towards 
designating  the  site  for  a  big  new  town 
in  North  Buckinghamshire,  by  consult- 
ing the  local  authorities  and  statutory 
undertakers  of  the  area.  The  area  pro- 
posed for  designation  is  27,000  acres 


the  system  reduced  the  possibility  of 
error  in  an  industry  in  which  errors 
could  be  fatal.  The  pharmaceutical  in- 
dustry's experience  of  conversion  illus- 
trated "  how  ingenuity  works  when  a 
company  actually  implements  conver- 
sion." One  large  pharmaceutical  com- 
pany had  made  a  preliminary  estimate 
that  it  would  cost  $125,000  to  rewrite 
its  formulas  in  metric  terms.  When  the 
work  began,  and  the  matter  came  down 
to  spending  dollars  and  cents,  the 
effort  came  to  be  simplified.  No  one 
sat  down  and  rewrote  all  the  formulas. 
Instead,  since  all  formulas  were  rou- 
tinely reviewed  every  two  years,  the 
company  simply  devised  a  four-year 
schedule  of  revision.  When  the  formu- 
las were  recast  during  the  normal  revi- 
sion the  extra  man-hours  used  to  con- 
vert them  became  negligible.  Thus  a 
sizeable  conversion  cost  was  saved. 
The  formulas  being  now  in  the  metric 
system,  costs  of  rewriting  during  the 
normal  review  were  much  reduced,  be- 
cause the  calculations  were  so  much 
simplier.

Other  worlds 

Pharmacy  is  a  hard  taskmaster,  demanding  so  much  from  her  practi- 
tioners that  their  concept  of  leisure  would  be  regarded  with  astonishment 
by  a  large  proportion  of  the  population  of  this  country.  It  is  true  that 
conditions  have  improved  since  my  early  days,  when  the  working  day  was 
even  longer  than  it  is  today.  Yet  I  can  recall  apprentices  who  were  tied 
to  the  job  for  ten  or  eleven  hours  daily  who  appeared  on  the  first  tee  as 
early  as  six  o'clock  in  the  morning.  The  older  generation,  in  their  sixties, 
could  hardly  be  expected  to  compete  with  such  youthful  energy,  yet  I 
have  known  some  who  essayed  to  get  in  as  much  of  a  full  round  of  golf 
as  was  permitted  by  what  daylight  remained  after  the  pharmacy  closed 
for  the  day.  In  the  circumstances,  it  is  perhaps  not  surprising  that  our 
chosen  profession  has  not  yet  thrown  up  an  amateur  champion.  But  times 
are  changing,  and  now  and  again  we  are  reminded  that  the  possession  of  a 
pharmaceutical  qualification  is  not  an  insuperable  barrier  to  recognition 
in  another  world.  I  feel  sure  that  pharmacists  everywhere  will  take  more 
interest  in  the  rugby  international  between  Scotland  and  France  because 
of  the  presence  in  the  Scottish  side  of  A.  J.  W.  Hinshelwood,  M.P.S.,  just  as 
an  earlier  generation  basked  in  the  knowledge  that  W.  W.  Wakefield  was  at 
home  both  at  Twickenham  and  Bloomsbury  Square.  There  may  have  been 
others,  and  the  present  may  be  an  appropriate  time  for  a  keen  student 
of  the  game  to  supply  your  readers  with  a  complete  list.  Surely  there 
would  be  a  Welshman?  The  connection  between  rugby  and  pharmacy  is 
not  at  all  clear,  for  if  a  candidate  for  honours  in  the  pharmaceutical  field 
had  presented  a  batch  of  pills  of  the  shape — I  think  we  may  leave  size 
out  of  the  question — of  a  rugby  football,  it  seems  unlikely  that  the  referee 
appointed  by  the  board  of  examiners  would  have  accepted  them.  But 
Messrs.  Wakefield  and  Hinshelwood  must  have  surmounted  the  obstacle 
with  skill  and  knowledge.  My  heartiest  congratulations  to  the  new  Scot- 
tish cap! 

The  Summer  game 

With  news  in  the  same  week  of  England's  success  in  the  Test  Match  at 
Sydney,  the  opportunity  presents  itself  of  referring  to  two  pharmacists  who 
won  highest  honours  in  the  cricket  world — one  for  Australia  a  few  years 
back  in  Ian  Craig,  who  toured  this  country  on  two  occasions  (I  speak 
from  memory  and  not  with  a  volume  of  Wisden,  the  cricketer's  "  Martin- 
dale,"  at  my  elbow.  Then  there  was  a  South  African  pharmacist,  in  the 
years  between  the  wars,  who  represented  his  country  in  Test  Matches. 
He  bore  the  unusual  name  of  Xenophon  Balaskas  and  was,  I  under- 
stand, of  Grecian  origin.  With  his  ancestry  and  his  somewhat  puzzling 
name,  no  one  was  surprised  to  find  that  he  bowled  the  googly.  A  know- 
ledge of  physics  and  mathematics,  coupled  with  a  presumed  distant  con- 
nection with  Pythagoras,  would  make  such  a  career  inevitable.  Can  anyone 
add  to  those  names? 

Time  wasting 

While  prepared  to  make  some  allowance  for  the  fact  that  the  doctor  is 
one  of  the  hardest  worked  members  of  the  community,  one  could  wish 
that  a  little  more  care  went  into  the  writing  of  prescriptions.  In  particular, 
the  frequent  omission  of  the  all-important  matter  of  the  strength  of  cap- 
sules and  tablets  constitutes  a  time-consuming  and  quite  unnecessary 
obstacle  to  the  smooth  working  of  the  pharmacy.  I  find  such  inattention 
to  important  detail  of  almost  daily  occurrence.  It  involves  the  need  for 
consultation  with  the  prescriber,  who  is  seldom  to  be  found  waiting  by 
the  telephone  and,  when  contact  is  established,  matters  are  not  improved 
by  the  request  to  supply  the  usual  strength  where  there  may  be  as  many 
as  four  different  ones.  Where  the  prescribed  preparation  is  an  anti- 
coagulant or  one  of  the  oral  treatments  for  diabetes,  such  an  instruction 
is  far  from  helpful.  The  pharmacist  also  is  a  busy  man,  and  the  doctor 
could  ease  that  particular  burden  considerably  with  hardly  any  trouble 
to  himself. 
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INVESTMENT  INCENTIVES  TO  INDUSTRY 

Cash  grants  by  the  Government 


RADICAL  changes  in  the  system  of 
investment  incentives  for  key  sectors 
of  the  British  economy  were  announced 
in  a  White  Paper  published  on  January 
17.  Under  the  new  system,  which  re- 
quires legislation,  existing  initial  and 
investment  allowances  will  be  replaced 
by  cash  grants  of  20  per  cent,  of  the 
cost  of  plant  and  machinery  in  manu- 
facturing and  extractive  industries,  with 
a  higher  rate  of  grant  of  40  per  cent, 
in  wider  "  development  areas.'"  which 
will  replace  the  existing  development 
districts. 

The  payments  will  be  given  irrespec- 
tive of  a  firm's  profit  or  tax  position 
thus  reducing  the  cost  of  investment. 
They  will  be  given  initially  within 
about  eighteen  months  (and  ultimately 
six  months)  of  the  time  when  the 
firm  pays  for  the  plant  and  machinery. 
When  the  scheme  is  in  full  operation, 
therefore,  the  new  grants  will  be  re- 
ceived much  sooner  than  the  previously 
operated  investment  allowances. 

The  Board  of  Trade  state  that  the 
scheme  is  deliberately  intended  to  con- 
centrate incentives  on  those  sectors 
of  the  economy  in  which  investment 
is  most  urgently  needed.  In  the  past 
an  insufficient  proportion  of  the 
nation's  savings  has  been  invested  in 
manufacturing  industry  to  achieve  the 
necessary  rate  of  economic  growth. 
Increased  investment  and  productivity 
in  that  sector  of  industry  is  also 
vital  for  the  balance  of  payments. 
Other  sectors  which  will  benefit  from 
the  new  arrangements  have  been  selec- 
ted because  of  the  contribution  that 
they  make,  either  by  helping  exports 
or  saving  imports,  to  the  balance  of 
payments. 

All  investment  allowances  and  free 
depreciation  in  development  districts 
have  been  discontinued  with  effect 
from  January  16 

Excluded  from  Scheme 

Among  the  excluded  investment 
items  will  be  vehicles,  office  equip- 
ment, loose  tools  and  other  small  items. 
A  20  per  cent,  grant  will  be  available 
for  computers  used  for  all  commercial 
and  industrial  purposes  throughout 
Great  Britain.  The  existing  initial 
allowances  for  vehicles  will  be  raised 
to  30  per  cent.  For  industries  other 
than  manufacturing  and  extraction,  and 
for  any  excluded  items  the  initial 
allowance  on  plant  and  machinery  will 
be  increased  from  10  per  cent,  to  30 
per  cent.  Industrial  buildings  will  get 
a  15  per  cent,  initial  allowance.  The 
changes  in  tax  allowances  take  effect 
immediately. 

The  "  development  areas  "  will  cover 
the  whole  of  Scotland  (except  Edin- 
burgh), and  the  whole  of  Wales  except 
parts  along  the  north  coast  and  around 
Cardiff.  In  England,  the  whole  of  the 
Northern  Region  and  the  Furness 
peninsula  will  be  covered;  in  the  North- 
west, St.  Helens  and  the  Wirral  will 
be  added  to  the  existing  development 
district  of  Merseyside;  in  the  South- 
west, almost  the  whole  of  Cornwall 
and  North  Devon  will  be  a  "  develop- 
ment area." 

The  new  40  per  cent,  grants  will  re- 


place the  10  per  cent,  grants  for  plant 
and  machinery  which  have  been  paid 
to  firms  in  development  districts  under 
the  Local  Employment  Acts  since  1963. 
but  will  not  be  limited  to  projects 
providing  employment.  Free  deprecia- 
tion in  development  districts  will  be 
discontinued.  The  Board  of  Trade  will 
continue  to  consider  applications  for 
grants  of  10  per  cent,  under  the  Local 
Employment  Acts  which  they  have 
already  received. 

The  Northern  Ireland  Government 
are  making  a  separate  announcement 
about  improvements  in  the  special 
schemes  for  grants  to  industry  in 
Northern  Ireland. 

Legislation  will  be  introduced  in  the 
current  Session   to   give  effect  to  all

these  proposals.  The  arrangements  for 
submitting  claims  will  be  announced 
later  in  the  year. 

Comments  By  Industry 

The  Confederation  of  British  Indus- 
try welcomed  the  scheme  but  added : 
"  If  the  new  system  is  to  be  financed 
by  a  higher  rate  of  corporation  tax  its 
beneficial  effect  upon  investment  will 
be  reduced." 

The  Association  of  British  Chambers 
of  Commerce  regretted  that  the 
Government  had  chosen  a  method 
which  *'  was  clearly  not  favoured  by 
commerce  and  industry.  The  new  sys- 
tem seems  to  imply  an  element  of  dis- 
crimination by  Whitehall  which  will 
not  necessarily  result  in  the  efficient 
firm  receiving  the  greatest  benefit." 

National  Chamber  of  Trade:  "  .  .  .

DIFFICULTIES  arising  from  concur- 
rent inquiries  under  the  Resale  Prices 
Act,  1964,  and  the  Monopolies  Com- 
mission were  pointed  out  when  Glaxo 
Laboratories.  Ltd.,  Greenford.  Middle- 
sex, and  Cow  and  Gate,  Ltd.,  Guild- 
ford. Surrey,  successfully  applied  to 
the  Restrictive  Practices  Court  in  Lon- 
don on  lanuary  13  to  have  infant  foods 
excluded  from  a  notice  of  reference, 
under  the  Resale  Prices  Act,  1964, 
concerning  infant,  invalid,  and  other 
special  foods  and  related  classes  of 
goods.  The  Court  was  told  that  the 
Board  of  Trade  proposed  to  refer  the 
supply  of  infant  milk  foods  to  the 
Monopolies  Commission. 

The  companies  made  their  cross- 
applications  when  the  Registrar  of 
Restrictive  Trading  Agreements  applied 
for  preliminary  directions  on  a  refer- 
ence containing  seven  classes  of  food. 
Mr.  A.  P.  Graham-Dixon,  for  Glaxo 
Laboratories,  Ltd.,  said  his  clients  were 
asking  the  court  to  exclude  from  the 
notice  of  reference  prepared  foods  for 
infants  and  invalids,  or  alternatively  to 
delete  the  word  "  infants."  They  made 
the  application  because,  after  the 
notice  of  reference  had  been  issued  in 
November  1965,  the  Parliamentary 
Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Trade,  in 
answering  a  question  in  Parliament  in 
late  December,  had  said  it  was  pro- 
posed to  refer  the  supply  of  infant  milk 
foods  to  the  Monopolies  Commission, 
particularly  as  to  whether  such  supply 
was  limited  or  restricted  to  certain 
classes  of  retail  outlet. 

Mr.  Graham-Dixon  said  trade 
associations  had  received  copies  of 
a  draft  notice  of  reference  which 
the  Board  of  Trade  was  now  pro- 
posing to  issue,  and  they  had  been 
asked  for  their  comments  by  Janu- 
ary 24.  If  the  court  acceded  to  the 
representation  that  it  was  unsatisfactory 
to  have  two  investigations  proceeding 
side  by  side,  he  had  no  doubt  the 
Registrar  would  take  note  of  that  and 
would  communicate  with  the  Board  of 
Trade.  He  admitted  that  both  com- 
panies, as  a  matter  of  policy,  restricted 
their  distribution  to  chemists'  shops. 
Infant  foods  were  supplied  to  wholesale 
and  retail  chemists  and  child-welfare 


clinics  and  to  some  country  grocers  in 
areas  where  there  were  no  chemists. 
For  various  reasons  it  would  be 
wrong  for  any  further  step  to  have  to 
be  taken  in  relation  to  resale  price 
maintenance — "  because  the  carpet 
could  be  whipped  away  from  under 
our  respective  clients'  feet  while  we 
are  still  waiting  to  come  before  this 
court." 

Mr.  J.  Lever,  for  Cow  and  Gate, 
Ltd.,  and  Trufood,  Ltd.,  said  his  clients 
did  not  want  to  delay  the  matter,  but 
he  thought  it  would  be  easier  for  every- 
body concerned  if  they  dealt  first  with 
the  question  whether  the  suppliers 
were  acting  against  the  public  interest 
in  confining  their  distribution  outlets. 
He  suggested  that  the  court  should 
adjourn  the  reference,  or  take  infant 
and  invalid  foods  out  of  it,  "  or  give 
me  an  opportunity  to  go  to  the  Board 
of  Trade  and  thrash  out  the  matter 
which  reference  should  go  first" 

Applications  Opposed 

Opposing  the  applications  for  the 
Registrar,  Mr.  R.  A.  Barr  said  what 
the  court  was  being  asked  to  do  was 
to  stay  the  proceedings  in  relation  to 
infant  milk  foods  and  invalid  foods 
pending  a  possible  reference,  which 
had  not  yet  been  started,  to  the  Mono- 
polies Commission  for  a  report  by 
them.  Such  a  reference  might  take  a 
long  time.  A  reference  to  the  Mono- 
polies Commission  was  no  ground  for 
excluding  the  goods  from  the  resale 
prices  investigation,  still  less  ground 
for  excluding  other  goods  that  would 
not  be  referred  to  the  Monopolies 
Commission.  If  the  court  was  troubled 
that  there  might  be  concurrent  pro- 
ceedings before  the  Commission  and 
the  court,  he  asked  that  the  matter 
should  be  adjourned  in  order  that  the 
Board  of  ;Trade  might  take  the  Court's 
observations  into  consideration.  He  sub- 
mitted that  the  proceedings  before  the 
court  should  take  priority,  as  the  terms 
of  reference  to  the  Monopolies  Com- 
mission had  not  yet  been  formulated. 

After  a  short  retirement  the  presi- 
dent (Mr.  Justice  Megaw)  said  they 
had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
submissions  on  behalf  of  the  respon-

dents  for  the  exclusion  of  infant  foods 
were  justified,  and  the  reference  would 
be  amended  by  the  exclusion  of  the 
word  "  infants." 

"  We  should  make  it  clear  that  it 
is  not  for  us  to  give  any  indication 
as  to  the  course  that  should  be  taken, 
either  by  the  Registrar  or  by  any  of 
the  respondents  concerned.  But  it  will, 
we  think,  be  apparent,  from  what  we 
have  said,  that  if  the  Registrar  were  to 
issue  a  fresh  reference  in  relation  to 
goods  which  we  have  excluded  from 
this  reference,  namely  infant  food,  and 
if  that  reference  were  to  come  before 
us  on  a  similar  application  to  today's 
in  the  same  circumstances,  we  should 
hold  that  it  would  be  proper  that  that 
reference  should  be  deleted  or  kept  in 
abeyance  under  Resale  Prices  rules 
while  the  same  circumstances  continue 
to  prevail." 

The  president  said  it  was  open  to 
the  respondents  to  seek  to  make  repre- 
sentations to  the  Board  of  Trade,  and 
it  was  open  to  the  Registrar  to  take 
such  course  as  he  saw  fit.  If  circum- 
stances were  to  change  materially  they 
would  be  taken  into  account  by  the 
court  in  any  future  application  in  rela- 
tion to  the  excluded  goods.  If  circum- 
stances became  so  changed,  he  said, 
that  it  appeared  to  the  court  to  be 
proper  to  allow  further  and  future 
references  in  relation  to  the  excluded 
goods  to  go  forward  without  delay, 
it  would  be  open  to  the  Registrar  to 
make  application  for  consolidation. 
What  view  the  court  would  take  of 
such  an  application  would  depend  on 
submissions  made  at  the  time. 

LEGAL  REPORTS 

Antibiotics  Conspiracy  Suit 

Damages  of  $5  millions  (£1,785,000) 
and  interest  of  $611,666  (£220,000)  were 
awarded  to  American  Cyanamid  Co., 
on  January  17,  in  a  civil  action  in  the 
Supreme  Court  in  New  York  against 
Maurice  Rosenblatt  now  in  Italy. 
Rosenblatt,  an  American  citizen  living 
in  Rome,  had  previously  been  indicted 
in  a  related  Federal  criminal  case  alleg- 
ing conspiracy  to  sell  stolen  drug  secrets 
to  an  Italian  manufacturer.  The  com- 
pany alleged  that  the  secrets  stolen 
from  its  Lederle  Laboratories  in  New 
Jersey,  were  worth  millions  of  dollars. 
Three  men  were  recently  found  guilty 
on  Federal  charges  connected  with  the 
same  conspiracy  (see  C.  &  D.,  Decem- 
ber 25,  p.  633),  and  were  due  for  sen- 
tencing on  January  20  along  with  three 
others  who  pleaded  guilty.  The  case 
originated  with  charges  against  a  former 
Lederle  employee.  Dr.  Sidney  Martin 
Fox,  who  subsequently  confessed  and 
gave  evidence  for  the  prosecution. 
Rosenblatt  was  one  of  the  people 
named  as  being  in  the  conspiracy. 

Deficiencies  in  Weight 

A  suggestion  that  "  the  loss  to  the 
consumer  could  be  as  much  as  seven- 
pence  a  packet "  was  made  at  Brigg, 
Lines,  magistrates'  court  by  the  prose- 
cution when  Grosvenor  Perfumery, 
Ltd.,  Gloucester  Road,  Croydon,  Sur- 
rey, were  charged  with  being  respon- 
sible for  weight  deficiencies  in  twelve 
packets  of  bath  crystals  offered  for  sale 
at  the  branch  of  Timothy  Whites  & 


Taylors,  Ltd.,  in  Market  Place,  Brigg. 
Pleas  of  guilty  to  the  charges  were 
entered  for  the  company  and  a  fine  of 
£2  was  imposed  on  each  charge.  It  was 
stated  that  the  Croydon  company  found 
work  for  local  spastics  in  packing  con- 
tainers of  the  bath  crystals.  The  packets 
in  question  dated  back  to  early  1965, 
and  the  labels  carried  no  reference  to 
weight.  At  a  later  date  labels  were  pre- 
pared showing  the  weights,  but  the  con- 
tainers had  been  labelled  without  any 
weight  checks  being  made.  For  the 
company  it  was  stated  that  there  would 
be  greater  supervision  in  order  that 
such  a  position  did  not  arise  in  the 
future. 

Illegal  Sale  of  a  Mixture 

Two  owners  of  a  drug  store  were  each 
fined  £4  at  Helston  magistrates  court 
on  January  7.  They  were  William 
Hartley  Peters  and  Mona  Peters,  97 
Meneage  Street,  Helston.  The  prosecu- 
tion was  brought  by  Mr.  Eugene  Hunt 
for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain.  The  couple  pleaded 
guilty  to  a  joint  charge  of  unlawfully 
selling  ephedrine  hydrochloride  con- 
tained in  a  preparation  known  as 
Antussin.  They  also  pleaded  guilty  to 
a  joint  charge  of  selling  the  cough  mix- 
ture and  poison  in  a  container  not 
labelled  in  the  prescribed  manner. 
Prosecution  said  that  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Peters  were  people  of  the  highest  repu- 
tation, but  they  were  not  pharmacists 
and  therefore  not  authorised  sellers  of 
poisons.  The  bottle  of  Antussin,  which 
was  on  open  sale  and  displayed  in  the 
window,  was  bought  by  an  inspector  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  For  the 
defence  it  was  stated  that  the  cough 
mixture  concerned  had  been  supplied 
by  Gibbs  Proprietaries,  Ltd.,  who  had 
urged  the  Peters  to  stock  Antussin,  a 
well  advertised  medicine.  "  What  do 
the  public  stand  in  fear  of? "  asked 
defending  solicitor.  "  People  could  go 
to  Boots  or  any  other  chemist  and  buy 
a  dozen  bottles  of  this  stuff  without 
difficulty." 

Stole  From  Employers 

When  John  Raymond  Thompson.  Man- 
chester, pleaded  guilty  before  the  local 
stipendiary  magistrate,  on  January  10, 
to  three  charges  of  stealing  "  pep  pills  " 
he  asked  for  seven  other  cases  to  be 
considered.  A  police  officer  said  that, 
before  Christmas  1965,  police  dis- 
covered that  certain  types  of  pills  were 
involved  in  illicit  transactions  in  the 
city  centre.  Following  inquiries,  they 
found  serious  discrepancies  in  "  pep  " 
pill  stocks  at  the  premises  of  D. 
Mawdsley  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Manchester, 
where  Thompson  was  employed.  In  a 
statement  to  the  police  Thompson  was 
alleged  to  have  said:  "  When  I  started 
visiting  town,  beatniks  found  out  where 
I  worked,  and  they  asked  me  to  get 
pills  for  them.  I  fell  for  the  temptation 
of  getting  a  '  cut.'  I  have  received  only 
£40,  though  the  pills  have  been  sold  for 
£300."  The  officer  said  that  a  man 
who  had  received  some  of  the  tab- 
lets was  in  custody  and  openly  ad- 
mitted he  exploited  the  youth.  Placing 
Thompson  on  probation  for  twelve 
months  the  stipendiary  magistrate  said 
"  I  trust  you  will  learn  from  your  ex- 
perience in  this  case  that,  once  you 
start  dabbling  in  crime,  it  is  not  easy 
to  disengage  yourself  from  it."

Trial  quantities  may  be  ordered  from 
Dr.  E.  F.  Steinmetz,  347  Keizersgracht, 
Amsterdam,  Holland,  of  a  Syrian  shrub 
root  bark  that  may  have  uses  in  the 
treatment  of  diabetes  mellitus.  Accord- 
ing to  a  communication  to  the  periodi- 
cal Selecta  (Selecta-Verlag,  Planegg,  nr. 
Munich),  a  privately  operating  research 
group  found  the  plant  in  the  desert 
areas  north-east  of  the  capital  of  Syria 
where  chemists  and  pharmacists  had 
observed  that  bedouins  with  clinically 
diagnosed  diabetes  were  boiling  the 
roots  of  a  thorny  shrub  and  drinking 
the  decoction  which,  after  daily  self- 
medication  over  several  months  caused 
the  symptoms  to  disappear.  The  dis- 
eased individuals  during  the  period  of 
observation  neither  dieted  nor  altered 
their  normally  high  carbohydrate  regi- 
men. Investigations  after  termination 
of  treatment  and  at  regular  intervals 
over  a  year  showed  no  indication 
either  for  continuing  it  or  of  a  recur- 
rence of  the  disease.  The  Arabs  call 
the   plant  Schich,   the  Jewish  people 


Sira  kotzanit,  and  the  Turks  Abdesi 
bozan  otu.  Botanists  know  it  under 
the  name  Poterium  spinosum,  Linne. 
The  available  literature  contains  no 
suggestions  of  medicinal  activities  in 
the  root  of  the  plant,  and  the  research 
group  has  determined  that  not  the 
whole  root  but  solely  the  bark  of  the 
main  root  contains  the  active  principle 
which,  it  is  stated,  evokes  a  hypo- 
glycemic action  without  undesirable 
side-effects.  The  suggestion  is  that  one 
or  perhaps  several  active  principles 
stimulate  the  Langerhansislet  apparatus 
of  the  pancreas  to  renew  its  normal 
function  (insulin  medication  is  a  sub- 
stitution therapy  and  does  not  cure  the 
disease  as  such).

Are  we  expected  to  charge 
nothing  for  copying  the  script  in  the 
prescription  book,  keeping  records  of 
repeats,  and  then  preserving  the  script 
for  another  two  years  after  expiry  ?

Margin  on  a  Medicinal 

Sir,  —  Whilst  Mr.  Blakey's  letter 
(C.  &  D.,  January  15,  p.  60)  on 
reduced  discounts  for  P.l  poisons  will 
gain  universal  support  amongst  re- 
tailers, I  feel  that  he  has  chosen 
the  wrong  product  to  illustrate  his 
point.  The  Beecham  product  he  men- 
tions carries  a  discount  varying  (at 
worst)  from  32  per  cent,  to  40  per  cent, 
and  over  for  the  larger  buyers — suffi- 
cient, I  would  have  thought,  to  be 
considered  an  economic  price  for  most 
of  us.  Some  manufacturers  do  cut 
sharply  back  on  the  profit  when  they 
consider  a  product  has  sufficient 
"  appeal  "-—or  is  it   perhaps  to  help 


pay  for  an  expensive  T.V.  coverage  ? 
— Contac  and  Procol  being  examples. 
One  can  still  gain  an  economic  dis- 
count at  the  risk  of  buying  a  large 
parcel,  but  I  would  strongly  agree 
with  Mr.  Blakey's  general  conclusion, 
that  P.l  poisons,  which  require  special 
handling,  should  carry  an  increased, 
rather  than  a  reduced  discount.

Sir, — Since  you  published  my  letter 
on  the  subject  of  Beechams'  profit  mar- 
gins, a  number  of  pharmacists  have  con- 
tacted me  by  letter  or  telephone,  all 
agreeing  that  we  should  not  support  the 
new  line.  Some  went  so  far  as  to  list 
the  national  brands  they  do  not  stock, 
and  to  report  increased  sales  of  "own'" 
brands  in  consequence.  Another  mem- 
ber questioned  the  wisdom  and  ethics 
of  promoting  sales  of  any  medicine  con- 
taining morphine.  But  the  point  I  was 
trying  to  make,  a  purely  financial  one. 
is  that  here  is  an  opportunity  to  make 
a  firm  stand  for  adequate  profit  mar- 
gins. The  manufacturers  know  that  new 
medicinal  lines  cannot  be  launched 
without  the  co-operation  of  pharma- 
cists, because  grocers  and  supermarkets 
do  not  handle  them  until  they  are  well 
established.  If  we  refuse  to  buy  new 


lines  some  expensive  advertising  cam- 
paigns will  fail  completely,  and  their 
promoters  will  have  to  think  again 
about  the  monetary  value  of  our  co- 
operation. The  ball  is  in  our  court:  let's 
keep  it  there !

Aldomet  and  Hemolytic  Anaemia 

Sir, — In  the  past  year  the  attention 
of  the  Committee  on  Safety  of  Drugs 
has  been  drawn,  by  doctors  or  by  the 
manufacturers  of  the  drug,  to  nine 
cases  of  haemolytic  anaemia  occurring  in 
patients  treated  with  methyldopa 
(Aldomet).  At  this  stage  the  reports  do 
not  constitute  evidence  of  a  causal  re- 
lationship and  the  number  of  reports  is 
very  small  in  relation  to  the  usage  of 
the  drug.  Nevertheless,  we  are  request- 
ing doctors  who  encounter  patients 
under  treatment  with  methyldopa  who 
have  symptoms  and  signs  which  might 
be  due  to  haemolytic  anaemia  to  report 
details  of  such  patients  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  yellow  "  early  warning 
cards."

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'Practical  Steps'  by  a  Council  Committee 

The  intentions  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  have  not  always  been  so  plainly  revealed  as 
when,  following  the  Council's  January  meeting, 
a  number  of  important  items  of  proposed  action  were 
made  public. 

There  was,  for  example,  the  approval  by  the  Council 
of  a  suggestion  that  the  chairman  of  the  Ethical  Com- 
mittee should,  with  an  inspector,  visit  an  allegedly 
unhygienic  pharmacy — a  procedure  without  many  pre- 
cedents and  portending,  with  little  doubt,  more  decisive 
action  later.  It  has  something  to  do,  it  is  almost  equally 
certain,  with  the  Ethical  Committee's  recommendation 
(see  C.  &  D.,  January  15,  p.  63)  that  the  Practice 
Committee  should  be  requested  to  work  out  practical 
steps  for  giving  further  effect  to  policies  first  indicated 
in  the  report  on  the  General  Practice  of  Pharmacy. 

The  matters  referred  to  were  those  recommendations 
in  the  report  that  dealt  with :  — 

(a)  the  provision  of  a  full  pharmaceutical  service ; 

(b)  arrangements  for  providing  a  24-hour  service ; 

(d)  personal  control  by  a  pharmacist  during  the  time 
that  a  pharmacy  is  open  ;  and 

(e)  the  extent  to  which  there  is  access  by  the  public 
to  medicines  on  display. 

Progress  along  the  lines  of  the  General  Practice  report 
is,  we  are  convinced,  desirable  and  even  essential  for 
the  future  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  profession, 
and  perhaps  the  Council  should  really  be  criticised  for 
having  taken  so  long  to  think  about  acting  upon  it. 
But  we  are  bound  to  enter  a  caveat  against  any  precipi- 
tate action  being  taken  now  if  it  is  based  solely  on 
the  report. 

That  document  was  published,  it  will  be  recalled,  in 
1961  (see  C.  &  £>.,  October  7,  1961,  p.  397)  after  deli- 
berations that  had  lasted  more  than  five  years.  In  the 
decade  since  it  was  embarked  upon  numerous  changes 
have  taken  place  in  general  trading  and  distribution 
and  many  of  them  impinge  upon  pharmacy.  The  pat- 
tern within  pharmacy  has  changed  hardly  less.  Depen- 
dence on  income  from  the  National  Health  Service 
has  increased.  Marketing  methods  and  standards  of 
shopfitting  have  undergone  almost  a  revolution.  Custo- 
mers conditioned  by  what  they  see  in  other  traders' 
shops  and  by  their  own  improved  standards  of  living 
are  demanding  brighter  and  better  environments  for 
their  shopping  activities. 

All  those  situations,  in  addition  to  the  report  itself, 
need  to  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  Practice 


Committee  in  dealing  with  the  recommendations  sub- 
mitted to  it. 

On  the  provision  of  a  24-hour  service  the  Govern- 
ment's own  approach  to  shop  hours  (likely  to  be  made 
known  in  the  not-too-distant  future)  cannot  be  over- 
looked. Nor  can  the  increasing  demand  for  a  five-day 
week  by  those  who  work  behind  the  counter.  The 
growing  problem  of  dispensing  doctors,  and  the  trend 
of  doctors  in  general  practice,  and  of  hospitals,  towards 
arranging  appointment  systems  for  their  patients  can- 
not but  have  repercussions  on  the  times  at  which 
general  practitioners  of  pharmacy  keep  open  shop  for 
the  service  of  the  public,  and  therefore  on  the  extent 
and  structure  of  emergency  services  provided  outside 
those  hours. 

In  the  special  problem  of  providing  a  viable  pharma- 
ceutical service  in  country  districts  a  notable  recent 
improvement  was  the  "  subsidy  "  engineered  for  rural 
contractors  by  the  Central  N.H.S.  Committee.  But 
whether  other  steps  are  necessary,  so  that  public  needs 
may  be  met  without  placing  too  great  a  burden  on 
individual  pharmacists,  must  remain  an  anxiety  of 
the  Practice  Committee  no  less  than  of  Queen  Square. 

Looking  ahead  in  the  direction  indicated  by  the  report 
on  the  General  Practice  of  Pharmacy,  there  is  the 
question  whether  there  are  "  any  circumstances  in 
which  a  pharmacist  who  keeps  open  late  could  reason- 
ably be  regarded  as  committing  misconduct."  The  Com- 
mittee suggested  that,  if  an  adequate  pharmaceutical 
service  were  given  in  a  district,  there  might  be  cir- 
cumstances in  which  a  complaint  against  a  late  closer 
would  be  justified.  Moves  in  that  direction  would  gain 
the  support  of  many  pharmacists,  but  any  attempt  to 
enforce  the  policy  by  manipulating  Statutory  Commit- 
tee procedure  would  be  misguided  and  might  be  dis- 
astrous. The  constitution  and  powers  of  the  Committee 
simply  will  not  stretch  so  far. 

In  everything  the  Practice  Committee  does  or  recom- 
mends it  must  be  prompted  above  all  by  what  is  to 
the  advantage  and  for  the  well-being  of  the  public.  In 
formulating  its  policies  it  must  keep  its  feet  on  the 
ground.  Pharmacy  is  conducted  within  a  commercial 
framework  and  any  realignment  to  lay  greater  emphasis 
on  professional  aspects,  while  it  must  be  the  goal, 
must  be  an  evolutionary,  not  a  revolutionary,  process. 

Measles  Vaccine 

Ministry  of  Health  permission  for  the  commercial 
release  of  measles  vaccines  is  being  given  shortly,  but 
since  measles  is  so  rarely  a  fatal  disease  in  the  United 
Kingdom  the  vaccines  are  not  being  recommended  for 
use  in  mass  immunisation  programmes  by  local  health 
authorities.  General  practitioners  will  receive  expert 
guidance  from  the  Ministry  about  the  use  of  the  vac- 
cines when  they  receive  the  notification  that  the  vaccines 
may  be  presented  on  EC10  forms. 

Virus  research  owes  much  to  the  celebrated  American 
Nobel  prize-winner  John  Enders,  whose  name  is  per- 
manently etched  in  medical  history  for  his  isolation 
and  cultivation  of  poliovirus.  That  work  led  to  the 
vaccines  in  use  today.  The  Edmonston  strain  of  measles 
virus,  which  he  isolated  over  ten  years  ago,  is  cur- 
rently in  the  news.  Attentuation  of  that  strain  has  led 
to  others,  notably  the  Schwartz  strain  of  the  Pitman- 
Moore  company  of  America  (adopted  by  Glaxo  Re- 
search Laboratories  for  their  measles  vaccine)  and  the 
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Beckenham  strains  cultivated  at  the  Wellcome  Research 
Laboratories,  Beckenham,  Kent.  From  them  a  number 
of  vaccines  have  been  prepared.  Like  oral  polio  and 
smallpox  vaccines  they  contain  living  viruses.  A  killed 
virus  vaccine  has  been  prepared  by  Pfizer,  Ltd.  The 
Medical  Research  Council  has  carried  out  clinical  trials 
with  the  vaccines  and  its  report  is  expected  shortly. 

The  live  vaccines  induce  a  mild  attack  of  measles 
and,  by  reason  of  it,  may  confer  life-long  immunity. 
Solicitous  parents  who  have  already  seen  the  distressing 
effect  of  measles  on  an  older  child  may  be  the  first  to 
seek  protection  for  their  younger  children.  Paradoxi- 
cally those  children  are  the  ones  who  are  least  at  risk. 
Measles  is  particularly  dangerous  to  undernourished 
children,  but  sadly  it  is  their  parents  who  are  unlikely 
to  bother  about  immunisation.  In  underdeveloped  coun- 
tries measles  is  often  fatal,  so  it  may  well  be  that  the 
bulk  of  the  vaccine  will  be  exported.  Even  so,  there 
is  every  reason  to  believe  that  adequate  amounts  of 
vaccine  will  soon  become  available  in  the  United  King- 
dom to  meet  the  needs  of  parents  who  desire  to  pro- 
tect their  children.  In  any  event  vaccination  is  likely 
to  be  carried  out  during  the  time  of  least  risk,  i.e., 
during  the  spring  and  summer.

Cash  with  a  Difference 

After  what  has  been  described  as  the  "High  Street 
war"  by  shops  to  gain  new  customers  there  comes  a 
new  attempt  at  "empire  building" — this  time  by  the 
big  banks. 

The  credit  squeeze  must  have  bitten  deeply  into  the 
potential  turnover  of  the  banks,  and  the  directors  obvi- 
ously have  been  looking  for  ways  in  which  to  attract 
new  clients.  With  banking  hours  so  restricted  (especially 
by  retail  standards)  and  the  likelihood  that  they  will 
become  even  more  restricted  in  the  future,  some  of  the 
banks  have  been  introducing  a  substitute  for  the  cheque 
or,  as  in  the  Midland  Bank  scheme,  an  extension  to  the 
cheque  service  (see  p.  73). 

The  Diners'  Club  (essentially  a  system  of  delayed 
payments)  in  Britain  was  recently  bought  by  the  Diners' 
Club  of  America  after  something  of  a  tussle  in  which 
the  chief  opponent  was  the  Westminster  Bank,  Ltd. 
That  Bank's  decision  to  hold  on  to  and  expand  its  share 
holdings  after  the  American  company  gained  control 
caused  some  surprise  at  the  time,  but  in  the  light  of 
recent  events  it  was  a  shrewd  move.  With  a  40  per 
cent,  stake  in  the  U.K.  Diners'  Club,  the  bank  has  a 
wide  circle  of  businesses  (including  some  pharmacies), 
in  which  credit-card  facilities  are  already  accepted. 

Barclays  Bank,  Ltd.,  next  announced  its  own  credit 
card  scheme,  and  the  bank's  directors  hope  by  June  to 
have  signed  up  40,000  to  50,000  suppliers  of  all  kinds  of 
goods  and  services. 

Barclay's  cards  will  be  available  to  all  "  responsible  " 
people,  whether  or  not  they  are  customers  of  Barclays. 
No  charge  is  made  for  the  card  and  there  are  no  mem- 
bership fees.  Suppliers  pay  an  initial  entrance  fee  of 
£5-15  and  meet  a  discount  charge  of  between  3  and  5 
per  cent,  according  to  type  of  business. 

The  objection  to  the  scheme  and  to  other  similar  ones, 
so  far  as  the  retailer  is  concerned,  is  the  requirement 
that  the  bank  must  be  paid  a  discount  in  addition  to  the 
payment  for  "  club  "  membership.  Those  customers  who 
pay  ready  cash  will  no  doubt  think  that  they,  too, 
should  be  given  the  discount.  In  Sweden,  it  is  under- 
stood, that  result  has  already  become  abundantly 
apparent. 

Whilst  we  do  not  take  sides  on  the  various  systems 
offered,  it  would  appear  that,  for  the  retailer,  the  Mid- 
land Bank's  scheme  is  less  open  to  objection.  Neither 
the  trader  nor  the  bank's  customer  has  to  pay  any  fees  ; 
the  card  to  be  issued  is  virtually  a  "  passport "  to  £30 
worth  of  cash  or  goods,  and  because  the  bank  guaran- 
tees payment  up  to  that  amount  (provided  the  correct 
procedure  is  followed)  there  should  be  no  "  dud " 
cheques  to  worry  the  retailer. 
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Of  the  remaining  big  banks  the  National  Provincial 
has  launched  a  "  Travelcard,"  but  Lloyds  and  Martins 
have  so  far  made  no  announcement  of  extra  facilities. 
Perhaps  they  are  adopting  a  "  wait-and-see  "  attitude — 
and  who  can  blame  them  for,  in  the  credit-conscious 
United  States,  where  the  card  system  has  been  operat- 
ing for  a  number  of  years,  many  of  the  banks  that 
rushed  to  "  cash  in  "  on  credit  cards  business  lost  so 
much  money  that  they  had  to  retire  from  the  fray  in 
even  greater  haste. 

Knowing  One's  Job 

Yet  another  quiz  game  was  introduced  on  to  television 
screens  on  January  13  with  the  first  of  a  series  entitled 
"Top  Firm."  The  teams  in  the  first  programme  were 
provided  by  Dunlop  Rubber  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  Fisons 
Pest  Control,  Ltd.,  and  in  the  event  it  was  the  Dunlop 
team  that  survived  to  take  part  in  the  quarter  finals. 
The  three  members  of  each  company's  team  were 
drawn  from  different  levels  of  employment  within  their 
respective  companies,  and  it  may  be  expected  that  there 
will  be  no  difficulty  in  recruiting  volunteers  eager  to 
secure  the  privilege  of  championing  one's  company  on 
television.  For  some,  the  privilege  may  well  prove  a 
doubtful  one  as  they  discover  that  it  is  one  thing  to 
answer  questions  in  private  and  quite  another  to  do  so 


before  the  television  cameras.  Most  of  the  questions 
asked  on  January  13  were  serious  in  content,  and  if  the 
atmosphere  seemed,  by  comparison,  light-hearted,  that 
may  have  been  due  to  the  personality  of  the  chairman 
Kenneth  Home.  Possibly  the  most  entertaining — and 
as  it  proved  most  revealing — element  of  the  quiz  was  a 
non-scoring  interlude  in  which  each  team  put  a  question 
to  the  other  on  its  own  subject.  The  Fisons  team  asked 
Dunlop  something  connected  [if  remotely]  with  rubber, 
and  Dunlop  in  return  posed  a  question  on  pest  control. 
To  those  questions  neither  victim,  surprisingly,  could 
find  the  appropriate  answer.  So  much  for  the  experts! 

According  to  the  Radio  Times  the  sixteen  companies 
taking  part  in  the  quiz  were  picked  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Confederation  of  British  Industry.  We  under- 
stand that  by  the  time  these  lines  come  to  be  read  one 
of  the  contestants  in  the  next  round  will  have  striven 
hard  to  put  on  a  Microfined  performance.

MEDICAL  EDUCATION  IN  BRITAIN 

A  skeleton  outline  of  its  development 


UNTIL  about  1750  Oxford  and  Cam- 
bridge were  the  only  places  in  Britain 
offering  medical  education.  Until  the 
sixteenth  century  most  medical  gradu- 
ates were  in  holy  orders,  practising 
either  as  physicians  to  the  nobility  or  as 
parish  priests  caring  for  the  bodies  and 
souls  of  their  parishioners.  In  the  fif- 
teenth century  the  universities  took 
the  first  secular  attempts  to  regulate 
the  practice  of  medicine,  and  in  1461 
Oxford  awarded  its  first  licence  to  prac- 
tise surgery.  Cambridge  followed  a 
century  later.  In  1611  Thomas  Clayton 
created  an  organised  medical  school 
and  Oxford  had  then  the  first  physic 
garden,  a  statutory  teacher  in  anatomy 
with  a  dissecting  room,  and  books 
specially  printed  for  medical  students. 

Before  the  foundation  of  the  Scottish 
universities,  Scots  students  and  teachers 
alike  studied  at  Oxford  and  Cambridge 
and  at  Continental  universities.  The 
first  three  Scottish  universities  (St.  An- 
drews, Glasgow  and  Aberdeen),  founded 
in  the  fifteenth  century,  were  ecclesias- 
tical in  origin.  The  fourth  at  Edinburgh 
(1583)  was  secular.  No  provision  had 
been  made  for  the  teaching  of  medi- 
cine at  the  foundation  of  Edinburgh 
University  by  the  town  council  but  the 
Incorporation  of  Barber-Surgeons 
(1505)  was  from  its  inception  actively 
engaged  in  teaching.  Many  of  the  foun- 
der Fellows  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians  were  former  Leyden  stu- 
dents. The  medical  school  became  in 
the  second  half  of  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury the  foremost  university  medical 
school.  Before  the  early  nineteenth  cen- 


tury one  important  private  medical 
school— that  founded  by  William  Hun- 
ter— had  almost  monopolised  formal 
medical  education  in  London.  There 
was  no  rival  to  the  school  till  after 
Hunter's  death  in  1783.  Then  within  a 
few  years  three  teachers  founded 
schools  of  anatomy.  Other  schools  fol- 
lowed. The  last  private  medical  school 
was  that  set  up  by  Thomas  Cooke  for 
the  teaching  of  anatomy.  Cooke  died 
in  1899  but  his  school  lingered  on  till 
1914.  The  honorary  staffs  of  the  Lon- 
don hospitals  early  in  their  history 
started  taking  pupils,  and  before  long 
students  became  essential  to  the  work- 
ing of  a  hospital.  But  not  until  the  turn 
of  the  century  did  specialists  in  science 
replace  clinicians  in  teaching  pre-clini- 
cal  subjects.  In  1900,  under  similar  pres- 
sure, the  medical  schools  were  incor- 
porated in  the  University  of  London. 
That  was  largely  a  paper  transaction, 
needing  the  economic  consequences  of 
the  1914-18  war  to  force  any  radical 
change.  The  university  then  persuaded 
the  schools  to  get  their  hospitals  to 
agree  to  full-time  professional  units 
supplementing  the  part-time  teaching. 
The  1 939-45  war  completed  the  process. 

In  the  provinces  many  schools  were 
founded  around  1830  to  teach  as  re- 
quired under  the  Apothecaries'  Act  of 
1815.  Schools  appeared  at  Manchester, 
Birmingham.  Sheffield,  Leeds,  New- 
castle-on-Tyne,  Hull,  Bristol,  Notting- 
ham, Liverpool  and  York.  They  were 
associated  with  hospitals  not  universi- 
ties, though  some  helped  to  found 
universities  later. 


The  College  of  Surgeons  did  not  fully 
recognise  them  until  1839. 

A  medical  reform  movement  aimed 
at  remedying  the  deficiencies  of  the 
Apothecaries'  Act,  1815,  was  interrupted 
by  the  Poor  Law  Amendment  Act  of 
1834.  One  of  the  earliest  obstacles  to 
an  improved  medical  curriculum  was 
removed  when  the  practice  of  dissec- 
tion of  the  dead  was  legalised  in  the 
Anatomy  Act  of  1832. 

First  among  the  modern  special  hos- 
pitals, St.  Luke's  (1751),  had  as  one  of 
its  aims  special  education  in  psychiatry. 
A  few  special  hospitals  were  started  by 
philanthropists  in  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury to  help  patients  not  provided  for 
by  the  general  hospitals,  but  most  were 
started  by  doctors  in  the  nineteenth 
century.  By  the  end  of  the  century 
there  was  large  provision  for  specialist 
training  in  London.  The  Medical  Act  of 
1858  established  the  General  Council 
of  Medical  Education  and  Registration 
to  supervise  its  implementation  and  to 
lay  down  minimum  standards  for  quali- 
fication. The  "half  qualification"  system 
whereby  somebody  qualified  in  medi- 
cine alone,  or  surgery  alone,  was  legally 
registered  to  practise  medicine,  surgery, 
and  midwifery,  was  ended  by  the  Act 
of  1886.  Efforts  to  provide  a  "single 
portal  of  entry "  were  frustrated  in 
1881,  and  the  Act  of  1886  actually  in- 
creased the  number  of  licensing  bodies. 
In  1950  the  Council  was  given  statutory 
power  to  inspect  medical  schools.

Matea  "  has  made  the  entire  American  continent  immune 
from  rheumatism."  It  seems  almost  a  sacrilege,  as  if  the  cup 
that  cheers  Britons  without  inebriating  them  were  to  be 
marketed  elsewhere  as  a  cure  for  corns.  Yet  not  so  long  ago 
the  Argentine  manufacturers  of  an  orange  bitter-sweet 
aperitif  Hesperidina,  which  surely  needs  no  other  recom- 
mendation than  that  it  pleases  as  a  drink,  celebrated  the 
centenary  of  that  crystal-clear  liquid,  which  formerly  was 
advertised  as  "Good  for  pains  in  the  back,  that  tired  feeling. 
Purifies  the  blood."  Hesperidina  proudly  proclaims  that  it 
has  Argentina's  "trade  mark  No.  1."  How  much  of  its 
century-old  popularity  it  owes  to  its  merits  and  how  much 
to  its  labels  would  be  hard  to  assess,  but  they  were  origin- 
ally printed  by  no  less  a  firm  than  the  American  Bank  Note 
Co.,  and  are  indeed  resplendent,  as  the  illustration  shows, 
despite  the  fact  that  the  larger  label  had  to  be  pieced 
together  from  torn  fragments. 

*     ANESTHESIA  WITHOUT  ANESTHETIC  * 

At  the  flick  of  a  switch  it  is  now  possible  to  induce  a  deep 
anaesthesia,  reports  a  correspondent  in  South  Africa.  An 
electronic  engineering  company  has  developed  an  instru- 
ment that  induces  sleep  in  that  way  and  he  exhibited 
it  in  Cape  Town.  The  instrument  has  been  used  so  far 
only  in  operations  on  animals,  but  several  human  volunteers 
have  been  successfully  anaesthetised  with  it  without  having 
operations.  A  Johannesburg  anaesthetist  started  on  the  idea, 
which  grew  until  the  electronics  company  was  persuaded 
that  it  was  a  worth-while  development.  After  eighteen 
months'  work  and  many  major  operations  on  animals 
ranging  from  rabbits  to  horses,  the  company  claims  that 
it  is  now  possible  to  use  the  instrument  for  long,  deep 
anaesthesia  without  any  of  the  unpleasant  after-effects  of 
chemical  anaesthesia.  Animals — and  particularly  monkeys — 
anaesthetised  with  the  instrument  have  been  examined  for 
brain  damage  and  malfunction.  Those  results  were  not 
found.  Immediately  the  switch  is  thrown  the  animal  connec- 
ted to  the  instrument  is  anaesthetised  to  a  prescribed  degree 
and  complete  muscular  relaxation,  even  of  the  abdomen, 
may  be  guaranteed.  The  moment  the  current  is  switched 


off  again  consciousness  is  regained,  and  the  animal  goes 
on  eating  grass  or  doing  whatever  it  had  been  doing  before. 
The  instrument  is  being  sent  to  the  United  States  with  a 
South  African  veterinary  surgeon,  who  will  demonstrate 
it  there.  Until  it  is  possible  to  gain  the  recognition  of  the 
medical  profession  for  its  use  in  operations  on  humans,  the 
instrument  is  to  be  used  exclusively  in  veterinary  work. 
Units  are  being  sent  to  the  main  veterinary  institutions. 

*     UPWARD  AND  ONWARD  ~k 

Whether  the  skyscrapers  that  are  now  appearing  all  over 
the  country  are  considered  beautiful  or  ugly  must  be  a 
matter  of  individual  choice.  In  the  City  of  London  they 
are  certainly  a  necessity,  and  for  those  workers  fortunate 
enough  to  have  to  do  their  daily  stint  on  the  top  floors  the 
panoramic  views  must  be  a  new  and  pleasing  experience. 
From  the  fourteenth  floor  of  Vincula  House,  near  the  Tower 
of  London,  I  recently  obtained  a  view  of  the  Metropolis 
which  in  previous  years  I  had  gained  only  after  puffing 
and  panting  up  the  countless  steps  of  the  Monument  or  St. 
Paul's  Cathedral.  A  "  stone's  throw  "  below  was  the  famous 
church  of  All  Hallows-by-the-Tower  (now  the  Toe  H 
church)  from  which  Samuel  Pepys  watched  the  Great  Fire 
of  London  300  years  ago.  Nearby  also  were  Mincing  Lane 
and  the  great  docks  and  warehouses  which  for  centuries 
have  been  the  cause  of  London's  importance.  The  cause 
of  my  being  at  that  exalted  height  was  my  presence  at  the 
official  opening  of  the  new  headquarters  of  C.  T.  Bowring  & 
Co..  Ltd.  That  company,  in  association  with  an  estate  com- 
pany, has  developed  the  site  which  now  comprises  the 
Bowring  Buildings — an  S-shaped  office  block  of  five  floors 
and  the  adjoining  15-story  Vincula  House  in  which  Messrs. 
Bowring  occupy  about  half  the  floors.  The  growth  of  the 
Bowring  organisation — now  over  150  years  old — is  a  saga 
in  itself,  and  the  wide  ramifications  of  the  company's  busi- 
ness activities  are  almost  beyond  description.  It  is  not 
surprising,  therefore,  that  the  company  should  have  interests 
in  the  pharmaceutical  field.  In  Britain  one  subsidiary  has  a 
50  per  cent,  share  in  Peboc,  Ltd.,  makers  of  vitamin  D3  and 
a  host  of  other  fine  chemicals.  In  Germany  the  company 
has  a  substantial  minority  interest  in  Rhein-Chemie, 
G.m.b.H.,  Heidelberg.  That  German  company  is  in  part- 
nership with  the  pharmaceutical  division  of  Imperial  Chemi- 
cal Industries,  Ltd.,  in  a  joint  enterprise  known  as  Rhein- 
Pharma  Artzneimittelgesellschaft,  G.m.b.H. 

NEW  BOOKS 

Pharmacognosy 

EDWARD  F.  CLAUS,  PH.D.  and  VARRO  E.  TYLER,  JNR.,  PH.D. 

Henry  Kimpton,  134  Great  Portland  Street,  London, 
W.l.  10  x  7i  in.  Pp.  572.  112s.  6d. 

DR.Claus.  author  of  some  of  the  previous  editions  of  this  work, 
is  joined  in  this,  the  fifth,  edition  by  Dr.  Tyler  (professor  of 
pharmacognosy,  University  of  Washington  College  of  Phar- 
macy). Into  a  treatise  that  formerly  dealt  with  the  deriva- 
tion, identification,  commerce,  etc.,  is  now  incorporated 
information  on  the  biosynthesis  of  a  number  of  botanical 
and  zoological  constituents.  The  monograph  system  is  re- 
tained, and  prescription  products  are  for  the  first  time  listed 
in  some  of  the  monographs.  At  the  end  of  each  chapter 
there  is  a  list  of  references  for  further  reading.  For  prac- 
tical reasons  information  on  drugs  that  are  now  considered 
obsolete  has  been  deleted.  A  new  chapter  in  the  first  edition 
deals  with  poisonous  plants.  It  includes  illustrations  not 
only  of  such  plants  as  aconite  and  stramonium  but  also  of 
fungi.  Much  of  the  introductory  matter  has  been  rewritten 
in  chapters  dealing  with  carbohydrates,  glycosides,  volatile 
oils,  alkaloids  and  allergens.  The  work  contains  261  illus- 
trations and  two  plates  in  colour,  one  of  which  is  Vinca 
rosea,  the  active  constituents  of  which  have  recently  as- 
sumed considerable  importance  in  medicine. 
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AN  OLD  DUTCH  PHARMACY 

An  English  pharmacist  visits  an  Amsterdam  museum

IN  the  old  Centrum  of  Amsterdam,  Holland — the  part 
intersected  by  canals — narrow  streets  and  tall  houses  tell 
how  valuable  the  land  was  in  bygone  centuries.  One  of 
those  streets  is  the  short  Koestraat,  off  the  Kloveniers- 
burgwal.  A  street  with  a  canal  running  down  the  centre. 
About  half  way  along  it  stands  a  four-story  stone-built  house 
that  was  for  many  generations  a  pharmacy  but  has  been 
made  into  a  Museum  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy.  The 
museum  is  well  worth  a  visit.  My  wife  and  I  sought  it  out 
on  a  sunny  afternoon  in  the  summer  of  1965.  Having  loca- 
ted the  house  we  pulled  the  bell  and  were  admitted.  Inside 
is  a  paved  entrance  hall  with  short  flight  of  stairs  to  the 
main  ground-floor  rooms.  On  the  right  are  the  private 
rooms  of  the  house,  furnished,  and  with  paintings  of  medi- 
cal and  pharmaceutical  interest  on  the  walls.  On  the  left 
are  the  rooms  that  were  formerly  devoted  to  the  pharmacy, 
with  a  manufacturing  laboratory  in  the  semi-basement.  We 
visited  the  basement  first.  It  might  have  been  a  real  al- 
chemist's laboratory,  though  it  was  harmless  enough,  con- 
taining the  small-scale  manufacturing  equipment  one 
usually  only  sees  in  old  prints  (copper  still,  small  furnace, 
wooden  tincture  press,  percolators,  macerators,  and  mis- 
cellaneous apparatus  familiar  to  pharmacists  a  generation 
or  two  ago).  A  large  oil  painting  shows  the  apparatus  in  use. 

The  pharmacy  proper,  a  large  room  on  the  left  of  the 
hall  on  the  ground  floor,  is  lined  with  drug  drawers  and 
shelves  carrying  decorated  and  labelled  jars.  Predominating 
colour  of  the  jars  is  blue,  and  a  drawer  when  opened  is 
found  to  contain  what  the  label  says.  At  least  it  was  so  in 
the  case  of  the  drawers  I  opened.  The  labels  on  the  jars 
presented  no  difficulty — Sambuci,  Hiera  Picra,  Ext.  Cort. 
Peruv.  (Fasc.)  and  Theriac.  Andr.,  etc.  I  wonder  now  why 
I  did  not  think  to  look  inside  the  theriacum  jar  and  per- 
haps sample  a  dose  of  one  of  mediaeval  Europe's  most 
potent  medicines,  or  perhaps  sample  an  even  more  complex 
mixture,  discordium  ? 

Prescription  Book  Entries  of  1792 

At  the  far  end  of  the  room  were  a  selection  of  brass 
mortars,  a  couple  of  balances,  a  pill  machine,  plaster  irons 
and  a  prescription  book.  First  date  in  the  prescription  book 
was  January  2,  1792,  and  it  continued  to  April  12,  1820. 
1  read  the  first  prescription  and  commented  that  if  it  were 
presented  in  London  today  it  could  be  dispensed  without 
much  difficulty.  (It  was  in  Latin,  of  course,  like  the  labels 
on  the  drug  rounds  and  drawers,  and  therefore  intelligible 
all  over  Europe.  I  am  not  sure  that  our  generation  has

not  lost  something  in  the  abandonment  of  pharmaceutical 
Latin.)  The  comment  was  not  quite  justified.  I  had  to  do 
quite  an  amount  of  research  into  ancient  and  foreign  phar- 
macopoeias before  I  could  identify  all  the  ingredients.  It 
read  as  follows :

Pulv.  Cornacchin.  has  several  synonyms,  two  of  them 
being  Pulv.  Scammonii  Antimonialis  and  Pulv.  Trium  Dia- 
bolorum.  Its  ingredients  are  equal  parts  of  pot.  tart,  acid., 
antim.  pot.  tart.,  and  scammony  (Two  devils,  perhaps,  but 
hardly  three!).  Sal  Polijchr.  would  be  Sal  Polychrestum 
(potassium  sulphate),  and  the  small  quantity  of  lemon 
syrup,  the  last  ingredient,  would  be  a  welcome  addition 
from  the  patient's  point  of  view.  The  bench  or  counter  had 
a  number  of  drawers  at  the  back  and  the  curator  of  the 
museum  seemed  to  have  no  objection  to  my  opening  them 
and  having  a  look  at  the  contents.  One  drawer  contained 
more  pharmaceutical  apparatus;  another  a  treatise  on  the 
Materia  Medica  of  Batavia  by  a  certain  Professor  de  Fre- 
merij  of  Utrecht,  published  in  1805,  but  what  interested 
me  most  was  a  parchment  diploma  rolled  and  inserted  into 
a  metal  cylinder.  It  was  the  licence  to  practise  pharmacy, 
granted  by  the  University  of  Amsterdam  (just  round  the 
corner)  to  Hendrick  Claus  in  the  year  1816.  Was  Hendrick 
Claus  one  of  the  owners  of  this  substantial  pharmacy  ? 

The  other  room  containing  exhibits — the  room  on  the 
first  floor  above  the  pharmacy — was  more  of  medical  and 
surgical  than  pharmaceutical  interest.  Apart  from  a  stick 
stethoscope  the  only  strictly  medical  exhibit  I  remember 
seeing  was  a  small  silver  skull  labelled  "  pestamulet."  Surgi- 
cal instruments  abounded,  trephining  instruments  (looking 
much  like  the  circular  saws  sold  for  use  with  electric  drills), 
tracheotomy  instruments,  catheters,  scalpels,  eye  and  ear 
instruments,  some  rather  fearsome  dental  instruments  and 
all  the  primitive  paraphernalia  that  helped  our  forefathers 
to  survive — or  not  to  survive.  One  that  stands  out  in  my 
memory  was  a  little  boiler  with  a  spirit  lamp  underneath 
and  a  couple  of  projecting  spouts  at  the  top.  Its  label  was 
not  difficult  to  interpret.  It  read  "  Carbolspray  van  Lister  " 
and  is,  of  course,  the  apparatus  illustrated  on  the  current 
fourpenny  Lister  Centenary  stamps. 

We  took  our  leave  having  spent  a  couple  of  interesting 
hours  in  this  ancient  pharmacy. 
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MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  COUNCIL 


THE  livelihood  of  veterinary  pharmacists  was  declared 
to  be  "  in  serious  jeopardy "  and  pharmacists  were 
said  to  be  standing  still  "  while  their  house  was  burn- 
ing and  coming  down  around  their  ears "  at  the  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  in  Dublin  on  January  11.  The  Council  decided  to 
call  a  joint  meeting  of  the  veterinary  subcommittees  of  the 
Irish  Drug  Association  and  Council  on  January  20  to  dis- 
cuss veterinary  policy  in  general,  and  in  particular  to 
prepare  for  a  meeting  it  was  hoped  to  arrange  with  the 
Minister  for  Agriculture  to  discuss  the  warble-fly  eradica- 
tion and  other  national  schemes  that  might  be  introduced 
by  the  Department — schemes  in  which  the  services  of  phar- 
macists could  be  utilised. 

Financial  Support  for  Education 

A  deputation  from  the  Council  that  is  meeting  the 
Minister  for  Education  in  February  will  include  the  officers 
of  the  Council  and  Messrs.  H.  P.  Corrigan  and  D.  J. 
Kennelly  and  Professor  R.  F.  Timoney.  The  Council  de- 
cided to  hold  a  special  meeting  of  the  Education  Committee 
on  January  31  to  collate  the  necessary  data  that  would  be 
presented  to  the  Minister.  Mr.  F.  Loughman  said  the  depu- 
tation should  stress  that  an  important  statutory  body  like 
the  Society  was  "  deserving  of  financial  backing  to  the 
limit "  by  the  Department.  In  contrast  to  Britain,  the 
Society  received  little  financial  support  for  education  of 
students.  "  The  British  people  take  pharmaceutical  educa- 
tion seriously,"  he  said,  pointing  out  that  £500,000  had  been 
spent  on  Cardiff  College  of  Pharmacy  alone. 

Mr.  M.  L.  Cashman  said  that,  while  the  modern  phar- 
macist must  be  trained  in  handling  complex  substances, 
he  should  also  be  trained  in  scaled-down  manufacturing 
techniques.  Unless  pharmacists  were  given  the  opportunity 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  latest  in  education  and  research, 
pharmaceutical  manufacturing  companies  would  suffer  badly 
through  lack  of  fully  qualified  personnel.  Mr.  R.  J.  Semple 
said  there  was  a  great  waste  of  pharmaceutical  talent. 
On  the  Continent,  he  added,  pharmaceutical  chemists  were 
employed  for  quality  testing  in  almost  every  manufacturing 
establishment. 

Dealing  with  a  proposed  visit  to  the  Minister  for  Agricul- 
ture, the  President  (Mr.  J.  P.  O'Donnell)  said  the  Post- 
graduate Education  Committee  had  a  vital  role  to  play  in 
arranging  lectures  that  would  help  pharmacists  to  fit  them- 
selves into  various  national  schemes  for  improving  agricul- 
ture and  treating  animals.  He  urged  that  members  of  the 
veterinary  subcommittee  should  closely  study  the  new  Dis- 
eases of  Animals  Bill.  Mr.  T.  J.  Harty  spoke  of  the  alarm 
with  which  the  Kerry  Chemists'  Association  viewed  that 
Bill.  They  had  met  local  members  of  the  National  Farmers' 
Association  and  had  had  with  them  a  full  and  frank  dis- 
cussion. If  the  measure  were  passed,  distribution  of  many 
veterinary  preparations  might  be  taken  away  from  the 
pharmacist.  The  N.F.A.  had  been  asked  to  co-operate  in 
the  hope  that  the  proposed  stringent  regulations  would  not 
be  brought  into  operation.  Mr.  R.  J.  Power  stressed  the 
necessity  of  seeking  an  early  meeting  with  the  Minister 
lest  they  were  presented  with  a  fait  accompli.  "  We  know 
what  has  been  attempted  in  Ballyclough  regarding  mas- 
titis, and  if  that  becomes  official  it  could  be  serious."  In 
his  personal  capacity,  said  Mr.  Power,  he  had  prepared 
a  report  which,  with  the  permission  of  the  Council,  he 
intended  sending  to  the  secretary  of  the  Irish  Creamery 
Milk  Suppliers.  Members  advised  Mr.  Power  to  lose  no 
time  in  forwarding  the  report.  Mr.  Power  said  he  was 
delighted  to  learn  of  the  positive  effort  being  made  by  the 
pharmacists  of  Kerry,  but  the  Council,  as  a  body,  should 
endeavour  to  have  a  discussion  with  the  Minister.  Mr.  V.  G. 
McElwee  added  that  it  was  obvious  the  Minister  had 


certain  schemes  envisaged  and  that  unless  pharmacists 
had  a  part  to  play  he  would  not  listen  to  them.  They  must 
go  in  with  a  constructive  policy  and  formulate  proposals 
that  would  appeal  to  him.  Mr.  Power  suggested  that 
the  Council  subcommittees  and  I. DA.  should  formulate 
a  scheme. 

Mr.  T.  R.  Miller  :  "  We  are  standing  still  while  our 
house  is  burning.  It  is  coming  down  around  our  ears.  We 
had  meetings  and  were  later  told  it  was  not  our  business. 
The  day  was  coming  in  Irish  pharmacy  when  they  would 
have  to  cut  out  that  '  Who  does  what  ?  '  approach."  He 
was  proud  to  be  a  member  of  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical 
Association  and  thought  its  services  should  be  utilised. 
The  three  bodies  should  get  together  and  act  in  the  general 
interest. 

Mr.  McEl  wee  thought  that  a  member  of  the  Council 
should  be  made  responsible  for  co-ordinating  effort  "  to 
get  veterinary  business  back  to  pharmacy."  The  President 
said  that  the  Council  had  done  all  it  could  to  get  the  phar- 
macists into  the  warble-fly  scheme,  and  would  still  be 
seeing  the  Minister  about  it.  Generally  speaking,  he  was 
unhappy  about  veterinary  policy. 

"  So  far  as  I  can  see  we  have  no  veterinary  policy,"  Mr. 
M.  F.  Walsh  interjected. 

Mr.  Power  replied  that  Council  veterinary  policy  had 
been  stated  two  years  earlier  when  they  had  contacted  the 
veterinary-preparation  manufacturers.  He  was  more  than 
happy  with  the  efforts  the  Council  had  made  for  veterinary 
pharmacy.  "  Let  us  straighten  out  our  problems  and  work 
as  pharmacists,  and  not  as  representatives  of  particular 
bodies." 

Promotion  of  Agricultural  Hygiene 

Mr.  Cashman  thought  that  the  joint  veterinary  sub- 
committees could  pilot  and  promote  a  scheme  (perhaps 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Department)  for  greater  hygiene 
in  agriculture.  He  had  in  mind  the  elimination  of  worm 
and  white-scour  which,  he  said,  existed  largely  through 
carelessness  and  lack  of  hygiene.  Pharmacists  could  lead 
the  way  in  their  elimination.  "  This  could  get  us  off  the 
ground  in  forming  a  positive  scheme.  We  could  help  the 
farmers  to  eliminate  an  annual  loss  of  25  per  cent,  of 
calves."  He  suggested  that  they  should  inform  the  Depart- 
ment that  they  would  be  prepared  to  initiate  such  a  scheme, 
area  by  area.  They  could  provide  facilities  to  have  samples 
analysed  so  that  they  would  be  able  to  offer  the  best  treat- 
ment for  particular  areas.  Such  a  task  called  for  much 
attention  but,  as  things  stood,  the  average  pharmacist  could 
not  devote  sufficient  time  to  it. 

Mr.  M.  Costello  said  that  that  was  the  most  sensible 
contribution  he  had  heard  at  the  Council  table.  In  order 
to  get  anywhere  with  the  Minister  they  must  be  practical, 
offer  services  and  advice  and,  as  Mr.  Cashman  had  said, 
forget  about  "  fourteen  to  the  dozen  and  5  per  cent."  The 
Minister  was  not  critical  of  pharmacists'  handling  of  the 
warble-fly  scheme,  but  was  anxious  that  it  should  be  done 
the  easiest  way  possible.  Had  they  been  able  to  tell  him 
they  could  handle  and  distribute  the  material  he  would 
have  jumped  at  the  offer.  Mr.  Costello  added  that  repre- 
sentatives of  the  various  areas  should  see  to  it  that  there 
wa9  maximum  co-operation  in  any  scheme  that  might  be 
formulated.  "  Until  we  do  this,  writing  pious  letters  and 
letters  on  who  should  have  distributed  what  is  a  pure  waste 
of  time." 

Mr.  Loughman  said  that,  in  his  student  days,  nothing 
had  been  taught  about  animal  treatment.  The  only  training 
had  been  what  a  chemist  picked  up  for  himself,  and  he 
had  left  the  veterinary  side  completely  alone  because  of 
hi9  limited  knowledge.  They  needed  lectures  on  animals; 
and  veterinary  medicaments.   Mr.  Cashman  pointed  out 
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that  the  sale  of  medicines  (without  specifying  whether  for 
veterinary  or  human  use)  had  been  incorporated  into  an 
Act  which,  to  his  knowledge,  had  not  been  repealed.  If 
any  other  group  had  such  a  foundation  in  law,  he  said, 
it  would  be  acting  more  strongly.  *'  We  are  undoubtedly 
trained,  but  we  get  particular  training  in  medicines  as 
affecting  humans.  So  far  as  animals  are  concerned,  our 
training  is  negligible,*'  replied  Mr.  Loughman.  The  Presi- 
dent agreed  it  was  useless  talking  to  the  Minister  until 
they  had  something  constructive  to  offer. 

Mr.  R.  J.  Power  agreed  with  Mr.  Loughman's  views 
and  said  that,  as  a  result  of  a  lecture  series  on  insecticides 
and  germicides  which  he  had  attended,  he  was  able  to 
advise  farmers  on  certain  treatments.  Pharmacists  should 
begin  to  concentrate  on  advisory  services,  and  it  should 
be  part  of  their  work  to  help  farmers  by  taking  samples 
and  doing  tests  and  offering  correct  advice.  Mr.  D.  J.  Ken- 
nelly  said  that  the  Post-graduate  Education  Committee 
was  "  straining  to  go  ahead "  with  practical  veterinary 
courses  and  he  thought  members  of  the  Council  should 
discuss  the  position  with  the  Committee  to  evolve  practical 
rather  than  theoretical  courses.  If  rural  pharmacies  could 
act  as  depots  he  had  no  doubt  that  the  Minister  would  be 
only  too  pleased  to  accept  their  services.  They  might  also 
incorporate  in  any  proposed  lectures  the  recognition  of 
various  worms  and  their  treatment. 

Dr.  W.  E.  Boles  thought  the  position  was  that,  up 
to  that  time  the  Committee  had  been  hesitant  to  go 
ahead  in  case  it  might  embarrass  the  veterinary  or  phar- 
maceutical professions.  With  the  permission  of  the  Council 
he  was  sure  the  Committee  would  be  only  too  willing  to 
go  ahead  immediately  with  its  programme.  Mr.  Kennellv 
said  that  a  parallel  service  in  hospitals  was  generally  given 
by  technicians.  It  was  recognised  that  pharmacists  did 
courses  in  biochemical  analysis.  There  was  nothing  pro- 
fessionally wrong  with  that.  Pharmacists  were  the  most 
suitable  people  for  the  work.  Mr.  Miller  felt  there  was 
the  danger  that  they  might  go  a  bit  too  far.  The  final 
decision  on  the  treatment  of  humans  rested  with  the  doc- 
tor. The  matter  should  be  left  to  the  veterinary  subcom- 
mittee. Mr.  Kennelly  said  the  whole  livelihood  of  the 
veterinary  pharmacist  was  "  in  serious  jeopardy."  First 
responsibility  was  to  the  veterinary  pharmacists.  Mr.  R.  J. 
Power  was  unanimously  appointed  chairman  of  the  joint 
veterinary  subcommittee. 

The  secretary  of  the  Irish  Medical  Association  had 
written  stating  that  the  Council's  request  for  a  meeting 
with  members  of  the  Association  would  be  placed  before 
the  executive  on  January  1  3. 

The  Society's  Statutory  Obligations 

Mr.  T.  Kennelly  had  written  stating  that,  at  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  County  Kerry  Chemists'  Association,  a 
resolution  had  been  passed  confirming  a  recommendation 
made  at  the  annual  meeting  on  November  21,  1965,  that 
the  Society  should  transfer  all  its  statutory  obligations  to 
the  appropriate  Government  departments  in  view  of  the 
difficulties  experienced  in  administering  regulations  that 
were  for  the  protection  of  the  public — with  special  refer- 
ence to  unqualified  personnel  running  pharmacies  in  the 
Kerry  area.  The  Registrar  (Mr.  James  Coleman)  said  that 
he  had  replied  stating  that  a  decision  would  be  taken  on 
the  matter  after  the  proposed  interview  with  the  Minister. 
Until  the  1962  Pharmacy  Act  was  implemented  little  could 
be  done.  Mr.  Harty  said  he  had  been  absent  from  the 
co.  Kerry  meeting,  but  that  if  he  had  been  present  he  would 
have  opposed  the  resolution  as  he  was  aware  of  the  Coun- 
cil's difficulties.  Mr.  Miller  thought  they  should  infuse 
greater  enthusiasm  and  loyalty  into  members.  He  told  Mr. 
Harty,  who  said  that  the  Council  had  always  had  the 
support  of  Kerry  pharmacists,  that  he  had  not  been  speci- 
fically referring  to  Kerry.  Mr.  Loughman  felt  they  could 
not  shed  themselves  of  their  statutory  duties. 

Mr.  Kennelly  reported  a  further  meeting  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical and  Allied   Industries  Adaptation  Association 


at  which  quality  control  of  drugs  had  been  discussed.  The 
Society  had  been  represented  by  Messrs.  Corrigan  and 
Power  and  himself.  Purpose  of  the  meeting  had  been  to 
confirm  the  final  draft  of  a  report  before  submitting  it 
to  the  Minister.  As  finally  drafted  the  document  represen- 
ted a  big  improvement  on  previous  proposals.  It  had  been 
intimated  that  the  medical  profession  would  be  willing 
to  be  consulted  if  the  basis  of  the  document  were  broadened. 
It  was  hoped  to  discuss  pharmaceutical  aspects  with  the 
Minister.  It  would  be  possible,  he  told  Mr.  Miller,  to  have 
the  final  draft  circulated  to  members  of  the  Council.  Mr. 
Power  commended  the  document,  saying  that  everyone 
had  been  in  complete  agreement  that  the  pharmacist  should 
provide  a  service  in  that  field. 

A  New  Licence  Certificate 

Arising  out  of  the  Schools  Committee's  report,  the 
sketch  of  a  proposed  new  licence  certificate  was  submitted. 
Decision  to  change  the  certificate  had  been  made,  it  was 
explained,  on  the  introduction  of  the  degree  course.  The 
Council  approved  the  suggested  alterations  and  directed 
the  registrar  to  consult  with  the  printing  firm. 

Statistics  produced  in  response  to  a  request  at  the  Decem- 
ber 1965  meeting  showed  that  eight  students  who  had 
passed  the  First  Professional  examination  had  not  pro- 
ceeded with  the  course  and  had  apparently  abandoned 
pharmacy  as  a  career;  fifty  had  taken  the  Second  Pro- 
fessional examination,  or  had  taken  the  course  leading  to 
it,  and  about  thirty  students  who  registered  for  the  Assis- 
tants' course  prior  to  August  31,  1961,  had  not  completed 
the  course.  Of  those,  only  three  had  replied  stating  that 
they  were  still  interested.  It  was  decided  that  the  registrar 
should  notify  all  concerned  that  courses  would  terminate 
under  the  old  Regulations  in  July  1968,  and  that  the  dip- 
loma examination  would  cease  after  September  1970. 

A  subcommittee  comprising  Messrs.  Corrigan,  Kennelly 
and  Boles,  together  with  the  vice-president  (Mr.  Cashman) 
and  treasurer  (Mr.  Miller),  was  appointed  to  consider  the 
legal  status  of  the  pharmacist  and  assistant.  The  President 
thanked  Messrs.  Cahill  (assistant  registrar)  and  Cummins 
(inspector)  for  the  work  they  had  already  put  into  that 
matter. 

The  President  reported  having  received  Christmas  greet- 
ings from  the  Apostolic  Nuncio;  the  Taoiseach;  and  from 
many  pharmaceutical  bodies  throughout  the  world.  Mr. 
Costello  said  he  had  received  greetings  as  Council  repre- 
sentative on  the  International  Pharmaceutical  Federation. 

Tribute  was  paid  to  Mr.  Kennelly  for  his  service  as 
chairman  of  the  Practice  of  Pharmacy  Committee  (from 
which  he  had  retired).  Mr.  Walsh  was  appointed  to  replace 
him. 

The  Registrar  reported  having  received  many  letters 
protesting  against  a  derogatory  article  concerning  pharmacy 
that  had  appeared  in  a  Dublin  daily  newspaper  on  Janu- 
ary 10.  All  the  letters  demanded  that  the  Council  should 
authoritatively  refute  the  misrepresentations  and  implica- 
tions. The  Council  directed  that  the  matter  should  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Association  for 
immediate  attention. 

Mr.  Kennelly  appealed  to  members  not  to  forget  to  con- 
tribute their  annual  subscription  to  the  Benevolent  Fund. 

Mr.  Corrigan  asked  if  it  were  a  fact  that,  in  the  Society's 
1966  calendar,  the  heading  "qualified  assistants  to  pharma- 
ceutical chemists "  was  being  changed  by  the  deletion  of 
the  word  "  qualified."  The  Registrar  replied  that  that  was 
so.  Pressed  by  Mr.  Corrigan  for  an  explanation,  he  said 
the  reason  was  that  there  was  no  such  thing  in  the  Act  as 
"  a  qualified  assistant."  The  Act,  in  that  context,  merely 
referred  to  "  assistant  to  Pharmaceutical  Chemist."  MR. 
Corrigan  said  he  would  have  preferred  that  the  status  quo 
were  retained  for  the  present. 

The  registrar  reported  the  death  of  Thomas  E.  Quigley, 
M.P.S.I.  John  Byrne.  41  Nutley  Avenue.  Ballsbridge,  Dublin,  4. 
was  granted  Preliminary  registration.

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Medicine  in  a  Computer  Age 

"A  MOST  SIGNIFICANT  DEVELOPMENT"  OUTLINED  IN  LONDON 


THE  introduction  of  the  computer  was 
one  of  the  most  significant  develop- 
ments in  the  whole  of  human  history, 
said  Dr.  L.  C.  Payne  (medical  automa- 
tion experimental  unit,  University  Col- 
lege Hospital,  London)  when,  at  an 
evening  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  London  on  January  12,  he 
gave  an  address  on  "  The  Impact  of  the 
Computer  Age  on  Medicine."  Only  two 
previous  developments  had  matched  it, 
he  said — the  wheel,  and  printing.  All 
three  developments  had  concerned 
communication. 

The  Computer  a  Machine 

The  history  of  the  computer  had 
begun  in  1946,  when  the  first  electronic 
digital  computer — the  Eniac — was  born. 
Like  all  machines,  the  computer  must 
be  used  properly  if  it  was  to  be  of 
value.  Machines  were  generally  of 
three  sorts:  Those  useful  in  directing 
human  muscle  power  more  effectively 
(such  as  the  typewriter);  those  that  har- 
nessed other  motive  power  (for 
example  steam),  and  thirdly  the  com- 
puter (which  enabled  any  data  proce- 
dure to  be  performed).  What  machines 
had  been  useful  in  data  processing 
before  1946?  The  first  such  machines, 
developed  early  in  the  sixteenth  century 
by  Pascal,  could  add  and  subtract. 
Later  in  the  same  century  machines 
that  could  multiply  and  divide  were 
developed.  In  the  present  century  the 
punch  card,  in  which  holes  were  used 
to  represent  numbers  or  letters,  was 
much  in  use.  Punch-card  machines 
could  be  used  for  sorting,  counting  and 
tabulating.  In  1929-30  the  first  differen- 
tial analyser,  developed  by  Bush  in  the 
United  States,  would  solve  types  of 
differential  equation  but  was  useful 
only  for  such  operations  as  the  produc- 
tion of  statistics.  Before  1946  most 
decisions  had  involved  the  use  of  the 
human  mind  exclusively.  The  Eniac,  by 
contrast,  was  a  machine  that  could  per- 
form any  data  process  whatsoever.  It 
could  perform  any  finite  sequence  of 
operations  1,000  times  faster  than  any- 
thing before  it.  Any  data,  in  the  form 
of  symbols,  could  be  fed  in  and  any 
set  of  rules  applied.  If  the  symbols 
were  the  figures  0-9  and  the  rules  those 
of  arithmetic,  then  the  computer  would 
calculate.  On  changing  the  rules  and 
the  data  the  computer  could  be  made 
to  translate,  play  chess,  produce  tunes, 
etc.  If  symptoms  were  the  data  and  the 
rules  were  those  of  diagnosis,  the 
action  of  the  computer  would  be  to 
diagnose. 

Wherever  the  human  head  was  used, 
said  Dr.  Payne,  the  computer  could  be 
used.  Ten  years  hence  the  idea  of 
making  a  decision  or  judgment  using 
only  the  eye  and  cerebral  faculties 
would  be  like  ploughing  a  field  with 
a  piece  of  wood.  The  computer-assisted 
doctor,  pharmacist  or  nurse  would 
move  ahead  much  faster  than  one  who 
did  not  use  a  computer.  He  was  often 
asked,  said  the  speaker,  what  wou'd 
happen  when  the  computer  took  over. 
He  would  say  that  the  computer  was 
merely  an  agent  to  carry  out  what  its 
controller  had  previously  thought  worth 


carrying  out.  With  the  computer  one 
could  be  free  to  think  about  what  was 
being  done  rather  than  to  do  it.  Even 
the  slowest  computer  could  do  in  one 
hour  what  the  human  brain  could  do 
in  a  year. 

Essentially  a  computer  comprised  (a) 
its  most  vital  part,  the  electronic  store, 
which  required  (b)  a  means  of  putting 
data  in  (such  as  punch  cards)  and  (c)  a 
means  of  getting  it  out  (such  as  a  type- 
writer). A  control  unit  to  perform  each 
instruction  on  the  data  was  also  re- 
quired. No  skill  or  effort  was  required 
to  operate  a  computer.  The  skill  was  in 
designing  programmes  and  data.  The 
computer  scientist  would  only  have  an 
elementary  knowledge  of  what  those 
who  were  using  the  computer — the 
obstetrician,  psychiatrist,  etc.  —  was 
doing.  Therefore  Dr.  Payne's  unit  had 
a  rule  that  each  computer  scientist  in 
the  team  must  be  matched  by  an 
obstetrician,  etc.,  to  design  the  compu- 
ter's programme. 

Three  "Generations  " 

Of  the  various  "  generations "  of 
computers,  the  first  had  been  produced 
by  manufacturers  coming  into  the  field 
in  the  1950's,  and  had  been  based  on 
the  thermionic  valve.  They  were  now 
out-dated.  The  coming  of  the  transistor 
had  brought  in  the  second-generation 
computer  just  before  1960.  It  was  more 
compact,  cheaper,  more  reliable  and 
more  easily  operated.  The  third-genera- 
tion computer  was  modular  in  con- 
struction: its  uses  could  be  modified. 
Transistors  had  made  things  small,  but 
in  the  past  five  years  "  microminiatur- 
isation "  had  come  in,  enabling  a  hun- 
dred components  to  be  got  into  a  space 
the  size  of  a  pinhead.  He  left  it  to  his 
audience  to  think  what  could  be  put 
into  a  catheter  to  explore  human  cavi- 
ties, or  into  prostheses,  and  so  on. 
Microminiaturised  components  were 
just  moving  out  of  the  laboratories  and 
on  to  the  production  floors.  At  the 
other  end  of  the  scale  big  computers 
would  be  linked  together  to  form  a 
computer  grid  system  that  one  could 
just  "  plug  into."  A  system  of  that  sort 
was  already  starting  in  America.  At 
some  time  in  the  future  it  would 
become  as  common  -as  the  telephone  on 
the  desk  was  today. 

In  the  future  computer  technique 
would  be  taught  in  schools.  In  present 
conditions  doctors  could  be  taught  in 
six  days  all  they  needed  to  know  to 
programme  a  computer.  They  would 
still  need  about  six  weeks'  practice  in 
which  to  become  "  computer  literate." 
Possible  uses  for  the  computer  in  medi- 
cine were  finance;  accounts;  administra- 
tion; medical  records:  laboratory 
measurements  and  analysis;  patient 
monitoring;  diagnosis,  therapy  and 
prognosis;  medical  research  in  the  bio- 
chemical and  paramedical  sciences,  for 
example  pharmacy. 

Dr.  Payne  described  himself  as  a 
"  medical  cyberneticist "  which  he 
defined  as  a  practitioner  in  the  science 
of  the  organisation  of  effective  action. 
The  doctor  must  act  in  his  work.  He 
stood  or  fell  by  what  he  did  or  did  not 


do  and  the  time  at  which  he  did  it. 
Yet  he  responded  only  to  those  ele- 
ments in  a  situation  of  which  he  was 
aware;  that  set  of  actions  of  which  he 
was  aware,  and  the  consequences  of 
those  actions  of  which  he  was  aware. 
Thalidomide  was  an  excellent  demon- 
stration that  "  one  did  not  know  one 
did  not  know."  Sir  Derek  Dunlop,  in 
the  British  Medical  Journal,  had  said 
"  It  has  been  estimated  that  from  10 
to  15  per  cent,  of  patients  in  our 
general  hospitals  are  suffering  to  a 
greater  or  less  extent  from  our  efforts 
to  treat  them."  That  was  about  half  a 
million  patients,  and  there  was  there- 
fore no  room  for  complacency.  Doctor's 
actions  were  largely  ritualistic  (doing 
what  they  did  last  time). 

In  1964,  at  Edinburgh  Royal  Infir- 
mary, a  coronary  patient  had  been 
catheterised  to  record  such  measure- 
ments as  diastolic  and  systolic  blood 
pressures  and  a  dye  had  been  injected 
while  the  patient  was  exercised.  A  lot 
of  data  had  been  handed  to  the  regi- 
strars, who  had  spent  ninety  hours, 
spread  over  ten  weeks,  in  working  out 
such  figures  as  the  stroke  volume.  The 
graphs  prepared  had  been  turned  into 
paper  tape  and  passed  to  a  computer. 
As  a  result  of  that  first  trial  the  find- 
ings of  the  computer  correlated  to  the 
extent  of  999  per  cent,  with  the  doc- 
tors' (corrected)  assessment.  Use  of  the 
computer  thus  showed  a  saving  of 
ninety  hours  of  doctors'  time  and 
allowed  an  assessment  to  be  made  on 
the  same  day  as  the  observations.  The 
method  was  also  capable  of  detecting 
extra-systole  pulses. 

At  that  point  thinking  had  changed 
to  "  Why  don't  we  tie  the  patient  to  the 
bedside  computer?  Then  we  can  detect 
changes  in  these  variables  as  they 
arise."  It  was  no  use  knowing  that  a 
man  had  had  a  cardiac  attack,  but  if  it 
were  known  before  it  happened  some- 
thing could  be  done  about  it.  The  use 
of  a  computer  was  therefore  going  to 
extend  the  doctor's  action,  not  replace 
it. 

Constant  Patient  Supervision 

Another  application  was  in  detecting 
foetal  distress.  At  present  the  only  way 
it  could  be  found  was  by  twenty-four- 
hour  nursing  supervision  (i.e.,  three 
nurses  per  patient).  To  do  the  same 
work  and  supervise  twenty  patients  at 
the  same  time  a  computer  would  cost 
£200  per  patient  per  year.  "  You  cannot 
get  twenty-four-hour  nursing  at  that 
price."  The  computer  also  had  a  place 
in  protracted  operating  procedures.  In 
an  operating  theatre  when  Siamese 
twins  had  been  separated,  twenty-three 
people  had  been  present,  most  of  them 
watching  dials.  "  That  is  what  the 
computer  was  made  for,"  said  Dr. 
Payne.  Monitoring  in  the  recovering 
room  of  patients  coming  round  from 
operations  such  as  a  kidney  graft  was 
another  use  since  nobody  was  wanted 
near  the  patient  in  case  of  infection. 
At  University  College  Hospital,  Lon- 
don, the  computer  was  being  used  in 
interpreting  laboratory  data.  Charts 
were  digitised  on  to  tape,  from  which 
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the  computer  worked  out,  on  a  purely 
routine  basis,  such  measurements  as 
blood  ureas.  Technicians'  time  was 
saved,  accuracy  was  greater,  and  the 
computer  could  work  for  twenty-four 
hours  a  day.  Against  any  unusual  re- 
sult the  computer  put  an  asterisk,  and 
it  carried  out  quality  control  proce- 
dures. For  example,  changes  in  distri- 
bution patterns  showed  that  something 
was  being  done  differently  somewhere 
in  the  hospital.  Such  techniques  were 
necessary  because  the  work  load  in 
laboratories  was  doubling  every  five 
years,  and  the  trend  was  expected  to 
continue. 

A  Limit  to  a  Doctor's  Knowledge 

In  diagnosis  the  approach  was  to  get 
from  the  computer  information  not  at 
present  available.  The  effectiveness  of 
diagnosis  was  limited  by  the  extent  of 
the  doctor's  own  knowledge,  and  no 
one  could  know  everything.  A  doctor 
"  in  a  spot "  tended  to  telephone  a  col- 
league. Patients  were  all  different,  but 
if  a  doctor  were  to  be  confronted  with 
a  unique  patient  there  was  absolutely 
nothing  he  could  do.  The  thesis  was 
that  patients  might  be  different,  but 
were  not  arbitrarily  different,  and  diag- 
nosis was  only  possible  to  the  extent 
that  they  were  similar.  A  doctor  could 
only  retiall  what  he  had  met.  and  was 
thus  dependent  upon  human  memory 
("  a  vapour  trail "),  which  needed  re- 
viving. Ringing  a  colleague  was  an 
attempt  to  tap  another  "  vapour  trail," 
which  the  doctor  hoped  was  different 
from  his  own.  The  computer's  memory 
was  not  like  man's,  and  could  store  all 
known  knowledge.  It  had  an  "  auto- 
matic library  facility."  One  could  get 
complete,  authoritative  and  up-to-date 
information  into  the  computer.  It  could 
then  quickly  calculate  an  index  of 
similarity  between  what  was  known  and 
what  had  been  observed  by  the  doctor. 
It  would  give  those  further  checks 
necessary  to  test  or  clarify  the  diag- 
nosis. In  other  words  it  was  extending 
the  doctor's  action. 

The  art  of  diagnosis  would,  said  the 
speaker,  remain  an  art  in  spite  of  the 
computer.  But,  as  had  been  said,  errors 
likely  to  arise  from  having  more  infor- 
mation available  were  not  likely  to 
exceed  those  arising  from  having  too 
little. 

Dr.  A.  L.  Glenn,  Woking,  thought 
the  speaker  had  perhaps  been  "  a  bit 
hopeful "  of  what  the  computer  could 
handle  and  in  saying  that  all  known 
data  could  be  got  into  a  computer.  Dr. 
Payne  would  not  retract,  however,  say- 
ing he  would  like  to  know  of  any 
worth-while  procedure  that  could  not 
be  carried  out.  One  did  not  prospect 
for  gold  by  ploughing  across  the  earth, 
though  if  anything  was  there  it  would 
be  found.  Rather  one  used  all  the  in- 
formation available  to  find  the  seam. 
The  scientific  way  was  the  shrewd 
hypothesis  used  to  delineate  an  area 
of  fruitfulness.  With  the  computer  any- 
thing up  to  six  extra  dimensions  were 
available  for  tackling  problems. 

Storable  Information 

Dr.  T.  D.  Whittet,  London,  asked 
whether  the  computer's  storage  capa- 
city could  be  used  for  data  such  as 
adverse  reactions,  incompatibility  in 
formulation,  pharmacological  screening 
and  stability.  The  speaker's  broad 
answer  was  "  Yes."  Taking  thalidomide 


as  an  example  of  adverse  reactions,  he 
said  that,  because  even  the  busy  obste- 
trician normally  saw  only  four  to  six 
congenital  abnormalities  in  a  year, 
their  increase  with  the  introduction  of 
thalidomide  would  just  not  be  noticed. 
If,  however,  one  in  ten,  say,  of  birth 
records  had  been  collected  in  a  com- 
puter, the  difference  might  have  been 
noticed  much  earlier.  A  more  imagina- 
tive way  would  be  to  collect  data  on 
morbidity  groups,  one  of  the  groups 
being  congenital  abnormality,  which 
would  then  have  shown  a  significant 
rise.  Though  the  computer  might  not 
indicate  the  cause,  its  use  would 
prompt  a  search  for  it.  He  believed 
that,  when  a  new  drug  was  marketed, 
it  should  be  mandatory  to  record  its 
prescription,  side-effects,  etc. 

Mr.  S.  F.  Woodward,  London, 
thought  the  variety  of  factors  that  might

of  temperature  and  agitation.  The  in- 
strument's circular  orbital  motion  mini- 
mises accretion  of  material  on  the  sides 
of  the  flasks.  Speed  may  be  regulated 
to  control  transfer  of  oxygen  (or  other 
gases)    between    gaseous    and  liquid 


phases  and  hence  absorption  of  gas  by 
the  tissues.  Heating  by  hot-air  circula- 
ting is  controlled  by  thermostat  backed 
by  a  second  safety  thermostat.  Absence 
of  water  as  the  heating  medium  means 
that  "  topping  up  "  is  avoided.  The  in- 
cubator may  be  had  with  platforms  to 
accept  various  sizes  of  flask. 


be  relevant  to  the  side  effects  of  a  drug 
would  be  infinite.  For  example,  one 
"  triggering "  characteristic  might  be 
brown  hair.  How  many  observations 
was  one  to  make  and  how  would 
they  be  selected?  Dr.  Payne  could  not 
give  an  answer  on  selection,  but  held 
that,  in  order  to  test  hypotheses,  only 
few  could  in  the  past  be  followed 
through,  owing  to  the  amount  of  data 
that  had  to  be  collected.  The  computer 
had  shortened  the  mechanics  of  collec- 
tion, enabling  more  hypotheses  to  be 
tested.  Computer  training  did  not  need 
to  begin  at  14  or  15  years  of  age  (Mr. 
Woodward  had  suggested  that  such  a 
desideratum  would  limit  the  speed  of 
advance  into  the  computer  age).  Pro- 
gramming could  be  learnt,  said  the 
speaker,  in  six  weeks  though,  as  with 
car  driving,  the  trainee  did  not  become 
good  at  it  in  so  short  a  time.

London,  January  19:  There  were  a  number  of  price  rises  and  falls  in 
Crude  Drugs  during  the  week  but  little  improvement  in  demand  ensued. 

Menthol,  particularly  the  Brazilian 
variety,  continued  its  forward  move- 
ment with  one  of  the  biggest  rises  re- 
corded in  any  week  for  a  long  time. 
Duty-paid  quotations  at  45s.  6d.  per  lb. 
for  Brazilian  showed  a  jump  of  5s.  6d. 
on  the  week  whilst  Chinese  at  37s.  6d. 
was  Is.  6d.  up.  Another  spectacular  rise 
was  that  of  Saffron  which  is  now  100s. 
per  lb.  above  the  last  quotations. 
Although  it  is  understood  that  the  last 
Spanish  crop  was  considerably  better 
than  the  poor  1964  harvest,  collectors 
are  said  to  be  unwilling  to  release  their 
stocks  except  at  very  high  prices  and 
shippers  are  experiencing  great  diffi- 
culty in  getting  supplies.  So  far  United 
Kingdom  importers  have  been  reluctant 
to  purchase  at  the  present  rate  although 
some  Continental  countries  are  believed 
to  have  accepted  them.  Other  items 
marked  up  were  East  Indian  Nutmegs 
for  shipment  and  Senega  on  the  spot. 
Cape  Aloes  and  white  Squill  were 
both  down  5s.  per  cwt.  while  Podo- 
phyllum Emodi  was  down  by  10s.  per 
cwt.  Lower  per  lb.  were  Peru  balsam 
(by  sixpence)  and  Cochineal  and  Colo- 
cynth  pulp  (each  by  threepence).  The 
surmise  expressed  last  week  that  Costa 
Rican  Ipecacuanha  had  been  cleared  at 
source  seems  to  have  been  correct  as 
there  were  again  no  first-hand  offers. 

In  Essential  Oils  the  various  Citro- 
nellas  held  firm  at  the  previous  week's 
advanced  levels.  Brazilian  Peppermint 
was  threepence  per  lb.  dearer  on  the 
spot  and  the  Chinese  variety  for  ship- 
ment by  a  similar  amount.  Spot  sup- 
plies of  Lemongrass  were  one  shilling 
per  kilo  dearer  following  a  Is.  6d.  rise 
in  the  shipment  rate.  Cinnamon  oil  is 
likely  to  be  dearer  in  the  near  future 
and  Nutmeg  showed  a  firmer  tendency.

Mercuric  chloride,  $8-34  (10  cents) 
and  oxides  from  $8-35  to  $9-31  (12 
cents  for  the  four  major  grades).  Hun- 
garian Chamomile  flowers  at  $1-35 
per  lb.  lost  1  5  cents. 
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WORLD  TRADE 

Citric-acid  Plant  for  Poland. — A  trial 
run  is  being  held  of  a  citric  acid  plant 
in  Zgierz,  nr.  Lodz,  Poland.  The  plant 
should  produce  120  tons  of  citric  acid 
yearly. 

Antibiotics  Plant  for  Portugal. — An 

antibiotics  plant  has  been  built  at 
Matosinhos,  Portugal,  by  the  Soc.  In- 
dustrial de  Bioquimica  (Microfabril).  It 
has  been  financed  by  Portuguese  and 
Netherlands  interests. 

Rising  French  Chemical  Output.  — 
Overall  rate  of  growth  of  the  French 
chemical  industry  in  1965  should  prove 
to  have  been  around  9  per  cent., 
according  to  provisional  estimates. 
Sharpest  growth  will  be  in  organic 
chemicals  (up  13  per  cent.,  largely  due 
to  increased  production  of  ethylene  and 
polyethylene),  followed  by  mineral 
chemicals  (up  8  per  cent.).  Because  of 
reduced  prices  in  the  course  of  the 
year,  especially  in  organic  chemicals, 
the  industry's  turnover  is  expected  to 
shown  an  increase  of  only  5  per  cent. 
Exports  to  non-franc  zone  countries 
are  expected  to  show  increases  of  18-19 
per  cent,  (to  3,930  million  francs). 

Anglo-Polish  Trade.  —  Arrangements 
for  Anglo-Polish  trade  during  the 
twelve  months  ending  December  31, 
1966,  were  concluded  and  signed  in 
Warsaw  on  December  14,  1965.  Ar- 
rangements follow  the  pattern  estab- 
lished last  year.  No  change  has  been 
made  in  the  list  of  goods  which  may 
be  imported  under  world  open  general 
licence,  but  some  items  have  been 
added  to  the  list  of  those  which  may  be 
imported  freely  from  Poland  under  open 
individual  licence.  Increases  in  some 
quotas  have  also  been  agreed.  A  notice 
to  importers  setting  out  the  details  of  the 
new  arrangements  will  be  published 
in  due  course,  states  the  Board  of 
Trade.  Over  the  years  from  1962  to 
1964  exports  from  Britain  have  fallen 
from  £32-5  millions  to  £23-9  millions 
whereas  imports  have  gone  up  from 
£38-4  millions  to  £48-1  millions  and 
that  trend  continued  in  the  first  ten 
months  of  1965,  although  there  are 
signs  of  imports  levelling  off  slightly.

METHYLDOPA,  though  far  from 
ideal,  is  as  potent  in  reducing  blood 
pressure  as  previous  drugs,  and  has 
the  advantage  of  less  frequent  and  less 
troublesome  side  effects,  report  workers 
in  Edinburgh.  They  describe  experience 
with  the  drug  in  100  patients  who  had 
been  taking  it  for  periods  of  six 
months  to  three  years.  Although  side 
effects  were  considered  to  be  less  dis- 
agreeable than  those  occurring  with 
other  drugs,  the  incidence  was  72  per 
cent,  and  included,  most  commonly, 
drowsiness,  listlessness,  dryness  of  the 
mouth,  nasal  congestion  and  fluid  re- 
tention. Dosage  of  methyldopa  was  250 
mgm.  two  or  three  times  a  day  initially, 
increasing  by  increments  of  250  mgm. 
at  intervals  of  four  to  seven  days  until 
the  desired  fall  in  blood  pressure  had 
been  obtained,  or  until  it  became  clear 
that  the  addition  of  an  oral  diuretic 
would  be  necessary  (chlorthalidone  was 
used).  Good  pressure  control  was 
achieved  in  49  per  cent,  of  patients, 
fair  control  in  36  per  cent,  and  poor 
control  in  15  per  cent.  Tolerance,  re- 
quiring a  steady  increase  in  the  dose 
required  to  maintain  control,  occurred 
in  only  three  cases.  In  a  comparison 
of  methyldopa  with  guanethidine  the 
proportion  of  "  good  "  and  "  fair  "  re- 
sults was  essentially  the  same  for  the 
two  drugs.  (B.M.J.,  January  15,  p.  133.) 

A  concentration  of  ampicillin  high 
enough  to  be  effective  against  a  sub- 
stantial proportion  of  the  bacteria 
likely  to  be  encountered  in  intrapar- 
tum infections,  has  been  found  in 
amniotic  fluids  and  maternal  serum  fol- 
lowing the  administration  of  500  mgm. 
six  hourly  by  mouth.  Workers  at  Brad- 
ford report  that  the  drug  was  detected 
in  every  sample  of  amniotic  fluid  and 


serum  examined  at  the  time  of  amniot- 
omy  or  amniocentesis  in  forty-two 
mothers.  Concentrations  in  the  foetal 
circulation  (the  cord  blood  was  ex- 
amined) were  likely  to  have  little  effect 
against  infecting  organisms,  however, 
though  the  authors  believe  that  higher 
levels  might  be  obtained  by  increasing 
the  dose.  There  was  evidence  that  ampi- 
cillin reaches  the  amnionic  fluid  only 
after  some  delay  and  then  tends  to 
accumulate  in  it.  The  authors  believe 
there  is  sufficient  evidence  to  suggest 
that  ampicillin  might  be  of  value  in 
the  treatment  of  suspected  maternal 
and  foetal  infections,  bearing  in  mind 
the  disadvantages  or  contraindications 
of  many  other  antimicrobial  agents. 
(B.M.J.,  January  15,  p.  137.) 

A  comparison  of  four  psoriasis 
treatments  that  patients  could  under- 
take at  home  with  little  interference 
to  their  normal  activities,  has  been 
carried  out  at  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary, 
Oxford,  and  the  Royal  Berkshire  Hos- 
pital, Reading.  Eighty -two  patients 
were  assessed,  both  clinically  and  by 
before-and-after  photographs,  in  a 
double-blind  trial.  Each  patient  was 
given  one  ointment  and  told  to  occlude 
one  side  with  Polythene  overnight. 
Without  occlusion,  no  statistical  dif- 
ference was  found  between  the  results 
obtained  with  the  four  ointments  which 
were  (a)  Synalar,  (b)  "  ung.  picis. 
salicyl "  (liq.  picis,  carb.  30  minims, 
acid,  salicyl.  15  gr.,  white  soft  paraffin 
and  ung.  emulsificans,  equal  parts  to 
1  oz.).  (c)  Adcortyl-E,  (d)  Alphosyl 
cream.  With  occlusion  the  benefit  of 
each  ointment  was  enhanced  and  Syna- 
lar was  then  the  most  effective.  The 
authors  say  that,  without  occlusion, 
the  cheapest   ointment  (b)   could  be 


used  with  as  good  effect  as  the  more 
expensive,  and  it  was  cosmetically  ac- 
ceptable. (Lancet,  January  15,  p.  124.) 

"  This  nauseous  triumph  of  Victorian 
polypharmacy  "  is  how  Dr.  H.  Miller 
(professor  of  neurology,  University  of 
Newcastle  -  upon  -  Tyne)  describes  a 
modification  of  Gowers's  mixture  he 
has  found  satisfactory  in  the  prophy- 
laxis of  migraine.  "Severe  headache 
occasionally  occurs  immediately  after 
ingestion  and  in  such  cases  the  medi- 
cine is  useless,  but  if  it  is  helpful  it 
should  be  given  for  periods  of  about 
twelve  weeks  at  a  time  "  (15  mils  three 
times  a  day).  Dr.  Miller's  formula  is 
solution  of  glyceryl  trinitrate  1  minim 
(0-06  mil),  tincture  of  nux  vomica 
7  minims  (0-5  mil),  tincture  of  gel- 
semium  15  minims  (1  mil),  phenazone 
5  grains  (300  mgm.)  sodium  bromide 
5  grains  (300  mgm.),  chloroform  water 
to  i  fl.  oz.  (15  mils).  [A  number  of 
other  formulas  appear  in  the  Extra 
Pharmacopoeia,  Volume  I  —  Editor.] 
Dr.  Miller  also  describes  the  use  of 
treatments  of  more  recent  introduction.
